AFTER WARMING UP AT LOUISVILLE 
AND CHICAGO THEY MAY GIVE MR. 

CASSATT A RUB. 

San Francisco, April 15.—E. J. Baldwin’s 
string of 24 racers will leaveSanta Anita Ranche 
on Monday or Tuesday next to fill their engage- 
ments east of the Rockies. The list includes all 
of that gentleman’s best known horses, with the 
exception of Laredo, who has gone lame and has 
been turned out to grass. The Santa Anita 
Stable will make a special effort this season to 
beatits record at the East and will not bo repre- 
sented at the blood-horse races which begin to- 
morrow at the Bay District track here. 

Mr. Baldwin on being questioned regarding 
the movements of his thoroughbreds said: ‘My 
horses are all doing well. Indeed, some of them 
were even 80 far advanced on their preparation 
that we had to ease up on them. Iam told by 
good judges that the stable is the strongest one 
that has ever left California, and so I believe 
myself, as from Volante, 6 years old, down to 
my last 2-year-old,I can be well represented 
in all ages. Especially am I pleased with 
my 2 and 3 year-olds that have many valuable 
engagements in the stakes at the East. I go first 
to Louisville. After the Chicago meeting I may 


divide the stable, one contingent going to Sara- 
toga and the other to Monmouth Park, but 
everything depends on the form shown by my 
horses in the Middle States.” 

After explaining that Mr. Cassatt’s acceptance 
of the supposed challenge to run Volante against 
any horse in the country, when in fact his cor- 
respondence had referenee to Montana Regent 
only, Mr. Baldwin added: “It is true that the 
Monmouth Park or Coney Island Association 
may offer sweepstakes of $1,000 or more with 
$5,000 added.

A FEDERAL OFFICER IN JAIL 


COMMITTED FOR REFUSING TO TESTIFY. 
IN A MAINE LIQUOR CASE. 

PoRTLAND, Me., April 15.—The refusal of 
Deputy Internal Revenue Collector Murphy, of 
Augusta, to testify in the Kennebec Supertor 
Court in & liquor case raises an interesting and 
important point. The particular case in 
hand is the proseeution of Reuben C. 
Hall, of Gardiner, for maintaining a 
liquor nuisance. Deputy Murphy was called to 


furnish a certified copy of his record so as to 
show whether Hall had paid a special United 
States liquor tax of $25. He declined to give 
documentary or verbal evidence on the ground 
that as asworn officer of the General Govern- 
ment he ought not to do anything that might im- 

air the revenues. This, he thinks, would 

e the effect if ne should comply with 
the court’s order to produce evidence ob- 
tained in the performance of official 
duties and which might be used in prosecutions 
under the State prohibitory law. n this view 
of public policy he is sustained by his superior 
officer, under whose instructions he says he is 
acting. The court holds otherwise and has com- 
mitted Mr. Murphy forcontempt. That throws 
the case in the United States courts, and eventu- 
ally it may have to go to the Supreme Bench for 
settlement. Judge Whitehouse maintains that 
Mr. Murphy is amenable to the jurisdiction of 
the State courts, and that his course is obstruct- 
ive of the administration of justice. It is well 
knuwn that Internal Revenue Collectors are re- 
quired by the United States laws to keep lists of 
payers of special taxes in their offices for public 
inspection; but the point is now raised that the 
law does not apply to the Deputies, and 
that Collectors cannot be obliged to take 
their records into court. By the new 
Maine law about to go into_ effect 
the payment of a retailer’s license is made prima 
facie evidence of infringement of the law. As it 
would be necessary to have the testimony of the 
internal revenue Officials to prove the payment 
of such tax, the bearing of the Augusta case on 
the new law is evident. The decision will be 
awaited with much interest.

Even the choice quality of Monday's audi- 
ence could not make up for its quantity. 

As it is my fixed resolve to never appear in Bos- 
ton again after Saturday night, either as actor or 
reader, in eas orin private, I may be allowed to 
speak frankly, inasmuch as my resolve shows on the 
surface that I am not courting Boston’s favor, and I 
am too much of aman I hope to be at all moved by 
its disfavor and indifference. No less a persor than 
the late Miss Charlotte Cushman told me with her 
own lips that Boston never supported nor gave her 
encouragement nor godspeed even till London and 
other. cities had set their stamp of approval on her 
merits as an actress. That exquisite artist, the late 
Miss Neilson, was scornfuliy treated by Boston’s 
critics till New-York and other cities told the cen- 
sors here that she was a great artist. 

No matter what the verdict of other cities may be 
regarding my ability as an actor, Boston will never 
have an opportunity again of sitting in judgment on 
me, nor of Jumping on me with both feet, and the 
Boston foot is notoriously large. I have taken care, 
be it noted, not to express any opinion of my ability 
nor of Mr. Fawcett’s play. was greatly pleased 
with the gentlemanly consideration shown by all the 
newspapers, with the exception of the Advertiser. 
Let me say in conclusion that I am in buoyant 
spirits, not at all discouraged, and very hopeful of 
being able to exist without the suffrages of Boston, 
whose damnation is purely local.

THE ALLEGED LAND FRAUDS. 











MR. VILAS’S BROTHER A HEAVY OWNER 
IN THE REDWOOD DISTRICT. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 15.—The Cal- 


‘ffornia dispatches stating that Commissioner 


Sparks’s special agents have discovered gigantic 
frauds in the so-called redwood lands are creat- 
Ing something of a commotion in this State, and 
Mr. Sparks, it seems, in his latest raid, has 
stepped on the toes of a Cabinet family, perhaps 
without knowing it. Joseph Vilas, of Chippe- 
wa Falls, a wealthy lumberman and brother 


of the Postmaster-General, is heavily interested 
in these lands. Henry C. Putnam,a millionaire 
resident of Eau Claire, and several other Wis- 
corsin lumbermen are also large owners, and 
they all strenuously deny that there is any 
foundation for the discoveries which Commis- 
sioner Sparks’s special agents claim to have 
made, and which include fraudulent entries, 
bribery of Government agents, and collusion 
with receivers and registers of land offices. The 
Wisconsin interest 1n these lands runs into the 
hundreds of thousands. 

Mr. Putnam said to-day that he first went to 
California in 1883 with Joseph Vilasto invest 
$150,000 in redwood timber. “ We spent the 
Winter looking over several lots,” he said. “ but 
couldn't find anything to suit. In San Francisco 
we finally met James D. Walker, an old resident, 
who had purchased 50,000 acres of redwood tim- 
ber in Humboldt County at’ $7 an acre for the 
same men who prior to this had purchased some 
redwood properties, including mills, steamers, 
and railways, at Eureka and Trinidad, in that 
county, paying therefor some $3,500,000; and 
this 50, acre tract was back of and intended 
as a future supply for lumbering. I had been 
disappoimted in other chances of luvestment. I 
had $150,000 in cash that I wished to place in 
timber. I made Walker’s acquaintance and 
purchased of him at the same figures 
paid by the others, namely, $7 per acre, 
and received a deed from him of that 
interest. Now these lands were purchased part- 
ly by Scotchmen and partly by Americans, all 
in good faith. The Scotch owners of this so- 
called syndicate or Redwood Lumber Company 
I never saw. The owners in this country I do 
not know. Our title was some two, three, or 
four removes from the original entry men. The 
United States patents had not been issued then, 
but Walker had certificates of the best legal 
authority in California that the original entries 
and transfers were in accordauce with the law. 
The amount paid per acre is good evidence of 
the bona fide character of the transaction.” 

Mr. Putnam says they have received patents 
for alarge portion of the lands and have paid 
taxes on them for several years, but in the Win- 
ter of 1885 the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office canceled several of the original 
entries on an expert’s report that the original 
entry men had agreed to sell before they made 
the entry. Mr. Putnam says he went to Wash- 
ington and demanded a hearing as an innocent 
purchaser, but that this was refused; that he 
then went to Secretary Lamar, who ordered a 
hearing, whichis now in progress at Eureka,

WAS IT AN INFERNAL MACHINE? 

New-HaveEN, April 15.—Constable Rod 
Austin, of Wallingford, made a curious discov- 
ery in the house of Alton A. Fowler, in the 
Spring Farm District, iast night.

A HARD LAW TO ENFORCE 


TROUBLES OF THE RAILROAD 
COMMISSION. 

A GREAT MASS OF QUESTIONS THEY 
WILL NOT ANSWER— FRANTIC AP: 
PEALS FROM CALIFORNIA MEN, 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Some points that 
are coming up before the Inter-State Raliroad 

Commissioners are making it plain that they 

must adopt a positive course in treating them, 

Itis clear enough to them that they cannot sit 

as @ committee to answer conundrums about 

national commerce, or attempt to settle all 
the small controversies between shippers 
and transportation companies, 80 they 
will not pay any attention to the mass of 
questions of this sort that are pouring in upon 
them. It is also clear that propositions only 
that are presented by tangible cases can be 
taken as the basis of the settlement of any 
doubtful meaning of the law. It ts as clear as 
day that the penalty clause of the law alone 
prevents the railroad companies from reach 
ing conclusions abont excursion rates, passes, 
and other matters that would be very 
quickly determined if there was no fear 
of extensive litigation and heavy fines. 
Still another point that is pretty clear 
now, and thatis becoming clearer every day, ia 
one about the extension of the civil service law 
and rules to apply to clerks to be employed by 
the Commissioners. One of the Commissioners 
said to-day that it began to be apparent that 
they would be compelled by a sense of responsi- 
bility to do some work to invoke the aid of the 
law to protect them from the importunities of 
members of Congress. There are very few of 
them here now, but the few are at work begging 
for the offices of Secretary, Auditor, and clerk 
for their constituents. Like all politicians they 


have little notion of ) i Adspocey men who are 
proved to be capable. ey ask for places and 
salaries for friends, The commission will have 
& great deal of work for all of its employes and 
must have clerks who know something. Then, 
if the Commissioners are to be bethered for an 
hour or two or more each day explaining why 
they cannot employ men who are offered, they 
cannot devote that time to public business. An 
effort will be made to have the civil 
service rules applied to the employes of the 
commission. It is becoming apparent to the 
Commissioners that there will be an early de- 
mand when Congress meets for a modification of 
the fourth or long and short baul section of the 
inter-State commerce law. That section has 
thus far been the chief cause of dispute, and the 
demands for 1ts suspension came first from that , 
section of the country that wasstrongly in favor 
of the bill. Itis notuncommon to hear the be- 
lief expressed here that there will be a demand 
upon the next Congress for the repeal of the 
entire law.

“ Ataspecial meeting of all parties interested in 
our wool trade, representing dealers, commission 
merchants, and wool growers, we were appointed @ 
committee to petitiou your honorable body to sus- 
pend the operation of section four of the inter-State 
commerce law in the transportation of wool Bb 
Tail from this State to Bostou, New-York, Philadé 
pee and other through shipping peints. The es 
ablished rate of three and seventy one-hundredths 
cents per pound is excessive, and prohibits shipments 
overland. The wool production of this State amounts 
to 40,000,000 pounds per year, and the difference 
between the oldand new rates of freight involves 
a@ loss of over a million of doliars annually to 
the grower. The hizher rates mean no higher price 
to the consumer, but lower net results to the grow- 
er, because the prices of the Eastern markets are 
based upon the necessity we are under of sending 
our wools there, whether we pay high or low freight. 
We cannot realize an average of more than 20 cents 
per pound for our wools. Theexpenses based upon 
the present charges for freight, uot inctuding lecal 
charges, amount to over 6 cents per pound, leaving 
less than 14 cents net to the wool grower. The aver- 
age yield of wool per sheep is about seven pounds per 
year; say, 14 cents per pound for the wool, gives the 
grower 98 cents per head for the product of his 
sheep. The expense of maintaining our flocks 
amounts to about 75 cents per head, and if we add 
the local charges in handling the wool here there 
would be nothing left. Yon can readiiy see, there. 
fore, that we cannot afford to pay 3.70 cents per 
pound to market our wool. It is the opinion of your 
petitioners that if those rates are continued the ex- 
istence of this industry on this caast will be an- 
nihilated. 

“The suspension of section 4, in favor of our wool, 
would be a benefit rather than an injury to this in- 
dustry in other States. Owing to our mild climate 
we shear early in the Spring and our wool by rail” 
reaches the East in May and June, when the market 
is bare of wool, and we dispose of it before other 
wools are ready for market. But if we are com. 

elled to ship by sail, at the end of the voyage of 
Car months it would come in competition with the 
wools from all other portions of the country 
and any deficiency in the early market would 
be supplied ‘by foreign importations when 
woe ought to be in position to supply the 
demand. The wool interest of this State is very 
large and important, and more particularly affected 
at present by the operations of the new law than 
any other branchof business, The Spring clip is now 
ready for shipment,and it is necessary that we 
should get it to Kastern markets in advance of the 
Western and Territory wools, which we cannot do 
by water transportation. We think in justice to 
this industry that the overland transportation com- 
panies should be allowed to make such er 
rates with water routes ag will enable the 


wool growers to avail themselves of rapid 
transportation across the continent without 
submitting to the ruinous rates now 


established, which can only result to the advantage 
of the transportation Comes and tothe great 
injury of the producer without any benetit to the 
consumer. The railroad rates now charged are 
more than six times the rates of last year, more than 
four times the present rates by sail, and nearly 
double those charged by the Canadian Pacific. The 
route via Cupe Horn, while the charges are reason- 
able, involves a loss of four months, a large amount 
of interest on the money invested, and would neces- 
sitate an entire change of business relations long 
established in handling woot between here and East 
ern points. . 

“Before the passage of the inter-State commerce 
law 90 per cent. of our wool went overiand. We 
handled also a large portion of the wool from the ad- 
joining States and Territories, which would gladly 
come here now but cannot owing to the excessive 
railroad freight charges, and if we are compelled to 
ship via Cape Horn we lose the advantage of the 
early Eastern market on account of the long voyage, 
and you virtually help the foreign importer at the 
expense of the domestic producer. We do not believe 
that it was the intention of Congress in passing this 
law to so seriously cripple the industry_aiter enact. 
ing from time to time suitable tariff protection, 
which is offset by heavy freight charges which we 
are called upon to pay under the operations of the 
act; and we cannot believe our Government wishes to 
force the transportation of our wool through foreign 
countries to secure lower rates of transportation 
than our railroads are allowed to charge, when said 
roads are ready and willing to give us satisiactory 
rates if only allowed to do xo. It is clearly to the in- 
terest of our people that the labor and capital of our 
country should get the benefit of the money which 
we would haveto pay to foreign corporations for 
freight and charges, which would amount toa very 
large sum. If weare unable to secure competing 
rates from our own railroads our only relief is the 
suspension of section 4 as far as the same applies to 
wool and pelts, and we earnestly and urgently pe- 
tition your honorable body for the immediate sus- 
pension to enable us to market our wools at once, 
which are rapidly accumulating.” 

This is signed by the Chairman and members 
of the committee. : 

The commission has also received by mail the 
petition of the American Sugar Refining Com: 
pany of San Francisco. It sets forth that the 
immediate effect of the fourth section unless 
moditied will beto “entirely destrey the bust- 
ness of distributing the products of our _manu- 
factory in the States of the Mississippi Valley. 
The company has over $1,000,000 invested in 
machinery and material devoted to the manu- 
facture of retined sugar, and has large contracts 
for future business involving many million dol- 
lars based upon facilities and opportnnities of- 
fered by the overland railroads.” The enforce 
ment of the law will destroy its trade and capt- 
tal. The railroads are willing to continue oid 
rates, and the petitioners ask that they be per 
mitted to do so. 

Fourteen sugar refining establishments of 
New- York and Philadelphia unite in « letter to 
the commission. They understand that the 
Pacific railroads are about to make application 
to be relieved from the operation of section & 
Before their request is granted the refiners ask 
an opportunity to be heard in opposition, Ba 
is alleged,” they say, “that the Pacific railroads 
have been carrying sugar at $10 per ten irat 
San Francisco to the Missouri River points, 
while charging Salt Late City about $25 por ton 
upon the shorter distance. The res been 


a 


that Eastern sugar refiners havo been entirely 
excluded from markets which geographically 
belong to them upon all grades of sugars made 
by the San Francisco refiners.” 

The commission gave a hearing to-day to the 
representative of the Richmond, Fredericksburg 
and Potomac Railroad, who made an argument 
in favor of the suspension of the operation of 
the fourth section of the act 80 far as it applies 
to that road on account of the water competi- 
tion which the read has to meet. 

The representatives of several roads running 
eastward from Peoria, 01., were heard in sup- 
port of petitions for the suspension of the opera- 
tion of the fourth section so faras it applies to 
the transportation of grain eastward. They set 
forth the pecunar circumstances of competition 
under which the Peoria market labors, both with 
water lines and with trunk lines from Chicago 
and St. Louis. The statistics of trade and of the 
reyenues of the roads were given in detail. 

A representative of the Cay: Fear and Yadkin 
Valley Railroad of North Carolina made a brief 
argument in support of a petition to bo permit- 
ted to meet competition at certain junction 
points. 

During the recess between the morning and 
afternoon sessions the commission changed its 
quarters from the rooms of the Geological Sur- 
vey to its permanent abode in the Sun Building. 
The published statement that the commission 
has appointed a Secretary is pronounced incor- 
rect, as is also that to the eifect that a decision 
was reached yesterday with respectto excursion 
rates. No session was held yesterday, and no de- 
cisiun upon that subject has been made. 

A large number of petitions have been received 
from theatrical pees asking a suspension of 
the law as applied to the amusement profession 
and such an interpretation of the law as will 
permit railroad companies to grant reduced 
rates as heretofore. The commission has re- 
plied that it cannot presume to determine what 
the policy of the railroads shall be in this regard, 
This ts substantially adeclination to make a rul- 
ing upon the subject in advance of an actual 
complaint alleging an infraction of the law in 
some regard. 

A long communication has been recoived from 
the Executive Committee of the Chicago Freight 
Bureau, an association composed of merchants, 
manufacturers, and the Board of. Trade of Chi- 
cago, protesting against the suspension of the 
long and short haul feature, especially as af- 
fecting the territory north of the Ohio and east 
of the Mississippi River, excepting on Pacific 
coast traffic, and that conditionally. The law 
without such suspension is believed by the as- 
sociation to be “not only best for the country at 
large, but tor the future successful 
operation of the law im the territory 
named.” The temporary suspension of the 
provision with regard to the South was,in the 
judgment of the association, the only practical 
solution of the difficulty presented; but it “views 
with alarm the etfect that decision must have 
upon the carriers of this sectién of the country 
in conveying, perhaps, a tacit, although unwar- 
ranted, belief that similar relief will be granted 
in other sections of the country where uncon- 
trolled water competition can be cited as occa- 
sion for such relief.” The communication con- 
tinues: *“‘ Supposing, for instance, the roads run- 
ning from Chicago to Buffalo were to ask relief 
on traflic between the points named on account 
of lake competition. The carriers would cite you 
to the fact that the lakes afford aroyal highway; 
that the Government register of arrivals and de- 
partures of veaseis from Chicago exceeded that 
of any other port in the United States; that the 
rates for Water transportation between the points 
named was ata minimum as compared with any 
other interior water navigation; and supposing, 
for illustration, your honorable board grant the 
carriers’ request and suspend the long and 
short lagi «=o pmavision, *. * *< immedi- 
ately upon granting such petition the 
rail lines leading from Peoria to Buffalo 
would appear before your commission in person 
or by petition, claiming justly or otherwise (de- 
pending upon rates to Chicago and the rates 
eastward from Chicago) that all cereal products 
neg i! tributary to Peoria er Chicago were be- 

ng drawn to Chicago to meet the rate made by 
the lake carriers, and the rate thetrail carriers 
from Chicago to Buffalo were authorized by your 
commission to make in competition with such 
lake carriers, and that in order to meet 
this competition they, too, must be allowed to 
charge a greater rate from intermediate points.” 
On the same ground, the association says, Rock 
Island, Hanniba!, East St. Louis, and all! inter- 
mediate commercial centres would petition for 
relief in competition with Peoria, and the Penn- 
sylvania Company would then comein with a 
representation that Pittsburg stands in the same 
relation as does Buffalo to the cereal products of 
the West. The association, therefore, asks that 
the long and short haulfeature be uot suspended 
in any instance ‘until experience under the 
operation of the act has proved that feature to 
be detrimental to the best interests of the coun- 
try” 

Notwithstanding the nuniber ana importance 
of the petitions already laid before the commis- 
fion it has practically but one question under 
consideration—tiat relating to the long and 
short haul feature of the law.

On the other hand, 
the long and short haul clause of thelaw enables 
her merchants to take freight from Chicago and 
reship here to the eastern seaboard without 
handing over all the profits to the railroads. Be- 
fore the inter-State commerce law became the 
fashion she paid 1742 cents per hundred weight 
on Chicago freight, half the card rate from Chi- 
cago to Boston, and if the through rate to New- 
York was 30 cents Pittsburg paid 15 cents to 
ship hence to the seaboard. As the card rates to 
the seaboard were only nominal it not seldom 
occurred that the rate from Chicago to Pittsburg 
was higher than the actual through rate from 
Chicago to Boston. Now the Chicago rate to 
this point and the rate on shipments hence to 
the East are only 5 cents more than the through 
rate from Chicago to New-York. Thisis satis- 
factory, and represents the porous plaster. The 
kick represents the loss of Pittsburg’s trade on 
the Pacific coast and coal market on the lakes. 

Just as soon as the commission finds itself 
able to turn around without bumping into ap- 
peals and arguments it will be requested to give 
its opinion of an arrangement said to have been 
made under the authority of the Central Traffic 
Association between the Pennsylvania and the 


Hocking Valley Roads. Last year, for instance, 
the latter barn B coal from the Hocking Valley 
to Cleveland for 85 cents perton. The Pennsy|- 
vania charged the same price for placing the 
coal of this region at Ashtabula, although 
the haul over the Hocking Valley Road 
was much the longest. Under the inter- 
State commerce law the MHockin Valley 
Road maintains its old rate, while the 
Pennsylvania increases its rate to $1, thus 
shutting Pittsburg coal out of the lake markets. 
Pittsburg shippers ask if this is not discrimina- 
tion. Someofthem are not certain that itis 
not one of the means adopted by railroads for 
creating public sentiment against the bill. But 
why shoulda. the Pennsylvania Railroad desire to 
create sentiment against the bill ?is a natural 
inquiry,as it is well known that the road is reap- 
ing a rich harvest under its provisions. The 
answer given to such a question is that the 
road as represented by its stockholders may not 
favor such a scheme, but that many of its agents 
may. 

Once more the stranger asks for light and is 
told that only a small percentage of the road’s 
General Agents in the vicinity are poor men. 
The majority are therefore supposed to favor a 
system in which rebates were not unknown, and 
in which discrimination was not acrime. Itis 
an open secret here that railroad men have for 
years had a stake in business interests which 
have been carefully fostered by the railroads to 
the disadvantage, and sometimes the extinction, 
of competing interests which have attempted to 
do battle on their merits. 

D. B. Oliver, of the firm of Oliver Brothers & 
Phillips, iron masters, known throughout the 
country, is not certain that a more unsatisfacto- 
ry law could have been constructed. Although 
the firm’s shipments are immense—its quota on 
March 31 was 101 carloads—he would be entire- 
ly satisfied witha law that protected the small 
shipper and gave him the same rate as the most 
powerful competitors, and to THE TIMES’s cor- 
respondent he advocated Government control of 
the country’s railroads and telegraph systems, 
Yet he considers the long and short haul clause 
an unmitigated evil. Thelaw, he claims, is the 
offspring of the Pennsylvania Railroad. ‘If the 
law lremains in force for five years,’ he said, 
**the Pennsylvania Railroad Company will be 
the most powerful corporation in the country. 
The Standard Oil Company will be no compari- 
son toit. Underthe law it carries allof Pitts 
burg’s business to the seaboard. The long and 
short haul clause enables it to doso. The Penn- 
sylvania’s route to New-York is 468 miles long, 
and its rate is 18 cents. The New-York Central’s 
mileage between Pittsburg and New-York is 
over 600 miles, and its rate is 21 cents. The 
Central’s rate from Youngstown is 21 cents. 
The Pennsylvania also touches Youngs- 
town in another direction, and its rate 
thence to New-York is 21 cents. The 
Central cannot reduce its local rates to such 
figures as will allow it to compete from this city 
to the seaboard, and consequently the Pennsyl- 
vania has aclean sweep. ‘then it also carries 
allthe freight shipped from Pittsburg to St. 
Louis. The long and short haul clause enables 
it to do that. It is the only company that owns a 
road that stretches from Pittsburg to East St. 
Louis, the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis, 
There are other ways of reaching St. Louis, of 
course, but the longest single road only runs as 
far as Marion, and these routes, made up of sevy- 
eral roads, cannot compete with the Pemnsyl- 
Vania. 

‘When it became evident that the inter-State 
commerce law would do all this for the Penn- 
sylvania, [ expected its stock to jump up 25 
points. Pittsburg is one of the cities that had 
no need of such a bill, though the Chamber of 
Commerce resolved thatit was a measure that 
should be adopted. It is a great railroad centre, 
and we have no water competition except by 
river forafew months. In amonth or so with- 
out rain the river will beasdry asacork. At 
present it is an advantage, and we can ship to 
Cincinnati by water for 8 cents, while rail 
costs 15. We wanted no long and 
short haul clause. Under the law rates 
to the East are all right, but as 
much cannot be said for Western rates. Wait 
till the tar Western, Northwestern, and South- 
western farmer is heard from. It looks asif the 
law would compel the Dakota farmer to burn 
his wheat for fuel. Farmers of the East and 
West, too, and even beyond the Mississippi, will 
probably be benefited by the law. It killed our 
business with the Pacific slope. The old trans- 
continental rate was from 50 to 65 cents a hun- 
dred pounds to San Francisco, 
$2 73, a jump from 44 to 2% cents a pound, 
leoked for an advance and withdrew in time. 
There were more people in favor of the bill than 
there are of the law.” 

Mr. Oliver is only one of the many, however, 
who hope that the inter-State commerce law is 

pat the forerunner of satisfactory railroad legis- 
ation.

MARIE BLANCHARD DEAD. 
ations 
WOUNDS 
HERSELF, 

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—Marie Blanch- 
ard,a pretty girl of 18, died this afternoon at 
the house of her wncle, Wheaton Berault, a 
wealthy lawyer, of Vineland, N. J. On April 1 
she shot herself, and since then she has 
been hovering between life and death. 
Her uncle lives in a handsome house on Elmer- 
street, and Miss Blanchard, who lived in New- 
York, had been visiting there since March 1. 
Her father is dead. Her stepfather is John F. 
Coyle, an editor on a New-York paper. It was 
at 6:30 o’clock in the morning when 
the fatal whot was fired. When she was 
found by her uncle she gasped ‘accident.’ 
Dr. H. Adams was sent tor. He located 
the ball near the twelfth rib. He telegraphed 
for Dr. William W. Keen, of this city. The phy- 
sicians probed for the ball. It was a delicate 
operation. The doctors said she could not live if 
the ball was not removed. In was found 
that the ball in entering four inches 
above the navel on the right side 
had fractured the ninth rib, entered the 
abdominal cavity, clipped the edge of the liver, 
passed through the stomach and out, making 
two holes. and a large hole one and one-fourth 
incheslong in asmall intestine; cut anartery and 
a large vein at the head of the pancreas, causing 
a good dealof hemorrbage; passed through the 
mesentery, made a large rent in the left kid- 
ney, and finally rested in the right flank, 
where it was located. The holes in the stomach 
were stitched with silk and the hole in the in- 
testines required 15 stitches. The attachments 
around the wounded kidney were severed and 
the kidney was taken from the body. The 
arteries and veins were ligatured and the 
abdomen was sewed with silver wire. 
Since the operation the girl has been con- 
scious at intervals, Dr. Beck, who attended 
her part of the time says that she told him that 
she shot herself purposely. He thinks that she 
was receiving attentions at her home in New- 
York from a young man who was distasteful to 
her family, and that on going away from home 
she brooded over her trouble until it upset her 
mind. The girl’s uncle at the time of the shoot- 
ing declared that the shooting must have been 
an accident.

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ARGED WITH POISONING. 


A MOTHER-IN-LAW ARRESTED FOR KILL- 
ING HER SON’S WIFE. 

ToRONTO, April 15.—The particulars of a 
horrible poisoning case in a small village called 
Thedford, about & hundred miles west of here, 
on the line between Toronto and Detroit, have 
just become known. Last Fall Mrs. Martha 
Jane Ryckman, an old woman and widow of a 
farmer, went to Hokesville, Va., with her son 
and his wife, who was the half sister of the Rev. 
Albert Kennedy, a prominent Methodist minis- 
ter. The husband had consumption, and 


the trip was taken for the benefit 
his health, The party stopped at the 
house of Major Daniels, a wealthy Southern 
gentleman, who is a brother-in-law of 
Martha Ryckman, While at Daniels’s house 
Laura Ryckman, the young wife of the con- 
sumptive, took a dose of salta prepared for her 
by her mother-in-law. She took suddenly sick 
soon after and showed symptoms of poisoning, 
vomiting and suffering trom a pain in her 
stomach. Strvchnine was found in the salts 
that remained in the house. Laura Ryckman 
recovered, and the party determined to return 
to Canada. The day before they were to leave 
for home Laura again took suddenly ill, but this 
time the symptoms were different, though they 
indicated that she had taken a new kind of 
poison. She died a few hours after having taken 
the poison. The body was brought home and 
buried on Christmas Day near Thedford. 

Laura’s husband suspected that his wife had 
been poisoned, and it is said communicated his 
suspicions to Mrs. Hendricks, an old lady who 
lived in Thedford, and who was a sister-in-law 
of his mother. Mrs. Hendricks was visiting the 
Ryckmans a few months ago when she took sud- 
denly ill and died, the cause of her death being 
apparently similar to that of Laura Ryckman. 
It was ascertained that Martha Ryckman had 
bought enough strychnine and arsenic in Thed- 
ford before leaving for Virginia to kill several 
hundred men. She told the drug clerk who 
sola it to her it was to kill rats, 
and that she would leave it with her 
daughter in Thedford. The latter says she did 
not get the poison. A few weeks ago the body 
of Laura was exhumed and an inquest held on it. 
An analysis of the contents of the stomach re- 
sulted in the discovery of sufficient arsenic to 
cause death. The Coroner’s jury found that Laura 
came to her death by poison administered by 
Martha Jane Ryckman. The mother-in-law could 
not be tried here, as the death of Laura’ took 
place in the United States, but steps are being 
taken to have her extradited and tried in Vir- 
ginia for the murder of Laura Ryckman. 

Last Friday when the verdict was returned a 
son of the late Mrs. Hendricks caused the arrest 
otf Martha Ryckman, charging her with the mur- 
der of his mother, whase remains are being ex- 
amined for poison. Noless than three other 
suspicious deaths, including the husband anda 
niece about 2 years oldof Martha Ryckman, 
have occurred in the Ryckmanfamily. The pris- 
oner’s marriage was not of her own choice, but 
was forced on her by her parents. She did not 
live happily with her husband, it is said, and 
used frequently to express the wish that he and 
all his children were dead. It is alleged she cor- 
responded with a man in Toronto, her first 
love, and was engaged to be married to him, 
The neighbors of the woman say she has been 
handling poison for years and that she caused 
the death of at least twoof ber children, her 
husband, and two near relatives, and that she 
perpetrated the murders to secure for herself 
valuable family property. 


THE ATLANTA’S 


TRIAL TRIP. 


HER PERFORMANCE NOT UP TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS BUT SATISFACTORY. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—The official report of 
the trial trip of the cruiser Atlanta was received at 
the Navy Department this morning from the Com- 
mandant of the New-York Navy Yard. The report 
is as follows: 


UNITED STATES STEAMSHIP ATLANTA, 5 aE 
RATE, NAVY YARD, NEW-YORK, April 14.

Yard, New-York: 

Sik: In obedience to your order of the 12th inst., 
to “ preceed with the trial of the Atlanta on the 13th, 
as set forth in the instructions you have received 
from the Navy Department,” the ship left the yard 
at6 A. M.on the 13th. She had on board her bat- 
tery, twoanda half months’ provisions and stores, 
and 265 tons of coal. Her draught was: Forward, 
14 feet 9 inches; amidships, 17 feet; aft,19 feet 3 
inches. Orders were given to take indicator cards 
and other data at half-hour intervals during the six 
hours’ run, and at 10 A.M. the run began—to do 
the best possible with the engines for 
six consecutive hours. The following is a 
summary of the six hours’ run: Average 
speed for the six hours, 16.5 knots; average 
revolutions per minute, 67.27. Average steam press- 
ure 87.1 pounds. Average slip of screw, 4.44 per cent. 
Average collective horse power, 3,300. The horse 
power is now mee | accurately measured from the 
indicator cards, and will be forwarded to you, with 
the cards, as soon as the necessary Computations are 
completed. An appended table gives the data re- 
corded by the half hour. The ship anchored off 
Whitestone at 6 P. M. last night, and getting under 
way at7 o’clock this morning, arrived at the yard 
at¥:30 A.M. Very respectfully, F. BUNCE, 

Captain Commanding. 

The table attached to the report shows that the 
sea was smooth during the six hours’ trial. The 
highest speed attained was 16.33 knots per hour, 
and the lowest 14.75 knots. The revolutions of the 
engines ranged from 68.7 per minute to 69. The re- 
port has somewhat mystified naval experts. As 
stated in the report the result of the indicator tests 
has not yet been exactly ascertained, but the average 
horse power maintained during the six hours’ run is 
set down at 3,300. If this should prove to be correctly 
stated as wellas the average speed—151: knots—it 
would appear that the Atlanta has succeeded in at- 
taining an extraordinary rate of speed on a low 
horse power. The general data on this subject now 
in the possession of the Navy Department is, how- 
ever, extremely meagre, although recent additions to 
the records disclose the fact that the performances of 
foreign vessels upon which the devartment has 
based its calculations, for itsown designs, have been 
grossly exaggerated, ape eee J through suppres- 
sion of important qualifying circumstances. 
In the case of the celebrated Japanese cruiser 
Naniwakan, which vessel has been adopted as the 
model for one of the cruisers now building in this 
country, the speed of the vessel was reported at 18.9 
knots per hour. Information lately received shows 
that the trial course was but 9.6 knots long. The 
vessel started ‘with a steam pressure of 
90 pounds and 123 revolutions, but these 
fell off to 7242 pounds and 117 revolutions 
before much more than one-half of the 
return trip was made. At this point the trial 
(which was the twenty-sixth) came to an end for tho 
reason that the boilers were not supplied with water 
during the run to replace that which had been evap- 
orated. Carefulinquiry into the performance of a 
German steamer which had been cited to the depart-

THEIR GAME WELL BLOCKED 


SLEVIN’S FRIENDS IRY TAM- 
MANY TAOTICS. 

REAL ESTATE MEN MUST NOW WAIT FOR 
RELIEF—AN ASSAULT ON WATERED 
STOCKS. 

ALBANY, April 15.—The relief sought by 
the New-York Real Estate Exchange and by 
lawyers generally who are compelled to patron- 
ize the office of Register Slevin cannot be 
granted this year. For this the Register himself 
and his friends must be held responsibie. 
By “the action of the latter in the As- 
sembly to-day the Hamilton bill, which prom- 
ised some succor, was killed. Messrs. Ives 
and Cantor of New-York and Sheehan of Erie, 
by rallying their Democratic associates and 
making a party matter of a business proposition 
submitted by Mr. Hamilton, must share the re- 
sponsibility between them. As members of 
Tammany Hall Messrs. Ives and Cantor felt 
bound to support such legislation as Slevin 
wanted, and to oppose any which proposed to 
hold him to a stricter accountability in the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. To their folly 
chiefly was due the tangle into which the House 
fell, while the inefficient Mr. Platt was in the 


chair this morning, and the consequent failure 
of the Hamilton bill. 


Aft the request of Mr. Waddington and others 
ofthe Real Estate Exchange, Mr. Hamilton, 


early in the session, introduced a bill requiring, 
among other beneficial exactions, that searches 
should be returned within 15 days. Register 
Slevin sent his counsel, John Strahan, here to 
oppose the bill, which had found lodgment in 
the Judiciary Committee, and proceeded himself 
to set in motion the political machinery which 
should control the committee, including the 
Chairman, Mr. Baker. Ives manipulated the 
committee. Affairs were in such a shape that it 
seemed to Mr. Hamilton that the only way he 
could get any legislation at all would be to ac- 
cept a compromise presented by Slevin’s friend, 
Mr. Cantor. So he yielded, determined take the 
matterinto the House. Assembly bill No. 1,017 
was the result. 

There was a very light House, this morning, 
andthe Republicans had barely a quorum, if 
they had that. This was the opportunity of 
Slevin’s friends. They determined to pass the 
Hamilton bill without giving Mr. Hamilton an 
opportunity to amend it. This was the application 
ot the snap-primary methods of Tammany to a 
legislative body. Mr. Cantor called up the Ham- 
ilton bill, and lad it placed on its passage, a situ- 
ation which would have been reached anyway in 
afew days. The bill declares of searches made 
within 20 days that the Register ‘‘shall beliable 
for all damages and injuries resulting from er- 
rors, inaccuracies, or mistakesin his feturns so 
certified by him.” 

Mr. Hamilton moved to amend the billso as 
to hold the Register equally responsible for the 
three days’ searches which this bill authorized 
him to make. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Register was allowed by the bill one-half fees 
extra for making three days’ searches, he evi- 
dently wanted to shirk responsibility altogether 
on this class of searches. His friends 
voiced his views on the floor by attack- 
ing Mr. MHanmilton’s proposition. In vain 
that gentleman  proteste that a search 
without a guarantee of its accuracy was no 
search at all. Every Democratic vote in the 
House was rallied to defeat it, including the 
votes of several Republicans, and the amend- 
ment was lost. Mr. Hamilton told his Republican 
friends that the bill in its existing shape was 
practically worthless, and he set the example of 
voting against it. The Slevin crowd would hear 
no arguments and listen to no proposition to lay 
the billover. They were bound to pass it then 
or not at all. They missed fire, for they could 
only muster 56 votes. 

Then Mr. Hamilton sought to make the usual 
parlimentary motion to table the defeated bill, so 
as tosecure the opportunity formaking one more 
attempt to passit. The author ofabillis always 
recognized by the Speaker to make this motion. 
Mr. Platt, the temporary occupant of the chair, 
chose to disregard all precedent and recognize 
Mr. Ives. That gentleman moved to reconsider 
the vote and then moved the previous question. 
The effect of this was altogather different 
from what the leaders of Democratic 
thought upon the floor had caleulated. Instead 
of driving Republicans to vote with them 
it drove them solidly against any and every 
move executed by the Democratic side. Ex- 
Speaker Erwin sat suiking in his seat, an un- 
usual course for him, and he utterly refused to 
help his party out of the tangle into which Mr. 
Platt had dragged it. It is exceeaingly un- 
fortunate for the party that it has such a leader, 
a fact that a great many members of that 
party are beginning to realize. The Re- 
publicans refused to vote, the Democrats 
could muster no quorum, and a scene 
of excitement and disorder ensued. 
Speaker Husted had returned, and -pushing Mr. 
Piatt to the rear he took charge of the House 
and straightened out the snarl. The roll was 
called on Mr. Ives’s motion to reconsider. The 
motion was lost and with it the bill. Slevin’s 
admirers had overshot the mark. Some of 
them swore roundly and attempted to blame the 
Republicans, forgetting that they never would 
have called up the billif they had not believed 
they were in full control of the House, and had 
enough Democratic votes with their few Repub- 
lican allies to pass the bill in the shape most 
favorable to Slevin. 

Senator Traphagen, also of Tammany, sought 
to repair the folly of the New-York Assembly- 
men by introducing the bill in the Senate. There 
is arule of both houses, however, which forbids 
a bill killed in one house from being introduced 
in the other and again put on its passage, except 
by unanimous consent. This it will be exceed- 
ingly difficult to get. Mr. Erwin’s Hotel Fire 
Escape bill was passed after some debate. The bill 
provided that every hotel exceeding two storiesin 
height shall before July 1, 1887, cause a half- 
inch rope to be placed in each room above the 
ground floor, to be used as a fire escape. The 
penalty for violations was imprisonment for one 
year or a fine of $1,000, or both. This was 
amended by Mr. Finn by providing as a penalty 
of violation imprisonment for 30 days or a fine 
of $250, or both. On motion of Mr. Saxton the 
bill was so amended as to provide that the rope 
shall be securely fastened at: the top instead of 
the bottom of each window, so as to make it 
more easily used. The bill was then passed with 
ouly one or two dissenting votes. 

The Senate ordered to a third reading to-day 
Mr, Cullen’s bill concerning unclaimed deposits 
in savings banks. The bill has been greatly 
amended, and now requires the savings banks to 
report to the Bank Superintendent at the end of 
this year the names of all depositors whose ac- 
counts have not been added to or decreased for 
the last20 years and are classed * unclaimed” 
and the respective amounts of deposits. It is 
limited to deposits of over $10. The Bank Su- 
perintendent is required to incorporate these 
facts in his next report. The billin this shape 
is likely to pass, although as the Superintendent 
already has full power to obtain the information 
prudent Senators will vote againsv it, as it is 
reasonably certain, if passed, to encounter the 
Executive veto. 

Senator Daly has again introduced his bill of 
two years ago to prevent the watering of rail- 
road capital. It prohibits the issue of railroad 
stocks and bonds tu an amount in excess of the 
actual cost of censtruction, equipment, and 
right of way, and requires the certification of the 
State Engineer and the Railroad Commission to 
the fact that the proposed issue of securities 
does not not exceed the cost of construction, 
éc., before stocks and bonds may be issued and 
put on the market. As the bill stands it virtually 
prohibits the construction of any more railroads 
in the State; but Mr. Daly means to use it as a 
basis on which to construct ip committee a more 
carefully drawn measure to accomplish the de- 
sired end. 

Still another liquor tax bill made its appear- 
ance in the Legislature to-day. It was intro- 
duced by Senator Raines, and is in the form of 
an amendment to the general exciselaw. It 
provides for a State tax upon all places where 
liquor is sold of double the amount of the local 
excise fee. This tax is to be collected by local 
Excise Commissioners at the time the local li- 
cense is issued and paid for, and is to be turned 
into the State Treasury within e days to mest 
the expenses of State Government. 

Senator Reilly to-day meekly apologized to 
Senator Fassett for his abominable outburst of 
Senator Fassett accepted with dig- 
the humiliating admission of the New- 
York Senator that he had made a denkey of 
himself.

TWO ASSEMBLIIHS AT ODDS. 


NO. 49 PUNISHES 1TS ENEMY BY OR 


DERING A STRIKE. 

The hatred that Assembly No. 49, of the 
Knights of Labor, bears to Assembly No. 126, 
which is composed of carpet weavers, and that 
of the members of the Home Club against Master 
Workman John Morrison, of No. 126, was again 
manifested yesterday by thecalling out onstrike 


of the 150 carpet weaversin Higgins’s factory 
who belong to No. 49. 


The ill feeling that exists between the two 
district assemblies is of long standing. Most of 
the members of No. 126 formerly belonged to No. 
49,and John Morrison was a member of the 
Home Club. When this select circle developed 
into a ring to dictate to, and tyrannize over, As- 
sembly 49, and alithe rest of the order, Mor- 
rison protested against its action, left it and 
issued a secret circular exposing its methods. 
For this the Home Club never forgave him. It 
has done all in its power to remove him from his 
office of District Master Workman and to injure 
his district assembly. 

When No. 126 ordered a strike in Higgins’s 
carpet factory about March, 1886, to resist a re- 
duction of wages, those of the weavers who be- 
longed to No, 49 remained at work. No. 126 
won the strike, but did not take any steps to 
discipline those whom it called “scabs.” During 
the great coal handlers’ strike Assembly No. 49 
ordered out the engineers and firemen in Hig- 
xins’s factory and stopped the work there for 
two weeks. The reason given by the leaders of 
No. 49 for this action was that “scab” coal was 
used in the factory, but as the engineers in other 
places were not ordered out by No. 49, but were 
merely advised to strike work, the members of 
No. 126 conciuded that this order was a blow 
directed specially at them. 

In the early part of last March some half a 
dozen weavers who belonged to No. 126 left the 
order, and shortly afterward they were dis- 
charged from the factory partly for being in- 
competent. They then joined No. 49, and it 
asked for their reinstatement. Mr, Higgins re- 
fused. A complaint was made to the General 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor and 
John Bailey was sent on to investigate the 
matter. He called on Mr. Higgins, who in- 
formed him that No. 126 controlled the work in 
his factory, but he was willing to have the 
matter investigated. Yesterda morning 
Bailey again called at the factory 
and told Mr. Higgins tnat he must 
reinstate the discharged hands or he would or- 
dera strike. Mr. Higgins again refused, and 
Bailey told the men of No. 49to strike. They 
all did so, but many of them very unwillingly. 
The firemen, who also belonged to 49, began to 
draw the fires preparatory to astrike, and there- 
upon Mr. Higgins ordered that they should be 
discharged, The machinery was stopped for 40 
minutes and then District Master Morrison 
brought other firemen, who belong to No. 126, 
and work was resumed.

was robbed, by whom, the hands through which 
the stolen articles passed, and the name of the 
party to whom each article was consigned. 

“We know also,” said he, “where ap immense 
amount of plunder is stored in this city which 
we have not yet disturbed, but upon which we 
could place our hands at any moment. We 
know of goods buried under the ground, by 
whom buried, and where,and who will come and 
dig themup.

HOBOKEN IN A FERMENT 
—_——e 
WATER REGISIER MURPHY 
SUDDENLY DISAPPRARS. 
LEAVING BEHIND HIM GOOD REASON 
TO FEAR THAT HE AAS DEFAULTED 
TO A LARGE AMOUNT. re fat 


Michael H. Murphy, for 16 consecutive 
years Water Register of the Democratic little 
town of Hoboken, has mysteriously disappeared 
and under circumstances which have given rise 
to the gravest suspicions as to his official hon- 
esty in the disposition of the city’s funds in his 
charge. For a long time past the claims against 
the city of the Hackensack Water Company, 
which supplies Hoboken with water, have been 
to a degree disregarded by the Water Commis- 
sioners, and the pressing demands of this corpo- 
ration for money due it have led to the alleged 
discovery that Murphy, by whom all money con- 
cerns of the board were transacted, isa defaulter 
to the amount of from $15,000 to $20,000. 

This alleged discovery was made on Thursday 
night. The Hackensack Water Company, which 
has filled its Hoboken contract for years, has 
rendered its bills to the Water Commissioners, 
or, more correctly, to Register Murphy, and 
has from time to time been put off by that 
officer with vague excuses. The Register assert- 
ed, when pressed by the company for money due 
it, that water rents were very hard to collect, 
and that the city’s money, therefore, was 
“short.” This sort of thing was kept up, small 
installments being occasionally paid, until the 
city was in arrears to the water company to the 
extent of $29,838 31. On Dec. 3 last, when 


the arrears were about $41,000, President R. 
W. De Forest, of the water company, wrote to 
the Water Commissioners—the letter was, as 
usual, addressed to Register rye ag AR cer se & 
pressing demand for the money, or, at least, for 
as much of the total amount as could be then 
paid. This letter, it is asserted, never was com- 
municated to the Commissioners, but on Dec. 31 
$6,000 was paid on account. In February last 
another six-thousand-dollar installment was 
paid, reducing the amount in arrears to the tig- 
ures given above. Since that time no money has 
been paid. 

The water company claimed that the failure of 
the city to make its Paper promptly and 
regularly embarrassed it greatly, and it very 
much desired that the Commissioners should 
adopt asystemof such prompt and regular pay- 
ments. In order to discuss the question Presi- 
dent Winges, of the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners, directed Register Murphy to call a 
meeting of the board for last Thursday night. 
Mr. Winges explained to Murphy the object of 
the meeting, and the Register sent out the no- 
tices in due form. This was on Thursday morn- 
ing. At8 o’clock—the time mentioned. in the 
call—the Commissioners, Messrs. Winges, Pfeif- 

fer, Fayen, Lohman, and Fitzimmons, met at 
the board room in the City Hall, but Murphy did 
notcome. The Commissioners waited for him 
and sent messages for him, but in vain. Murphy 
could not be found. At his home nothing was 
known of his whereabouts, and his usual haunts 
in the town were searched in vain. 

Then President Winges made the startling an- 
nouncement that, using his prerogative as Presi- 
dent, he had paid a visit in the afternoon to the 
First National Bank of Hoboken, where the 
water accountison deposit, and had been fur- 
nished with a statement of the city’s water ac- 
count there. Instead of $25,000 which should 
have been to the city’s credit, something over 
$7,000 represented the sum total on deposit. 
Of this amount $3,407 96 had been paid in 
by Murphy that afternoon. This statement 
was a bombshell. “Mike” Murphy, genial 
“Mike” Murphy, known and liked by half 
of Hoboken, a  defaulter—it coul not 
be believea. There must have been some mis- 
take. Murphy could not have stolen money in 
his care. It was absurd, the members said. 
“ Mike” would turn up all rightand “fix things.” 
But “ Mike” has not turned up yet, and the only 
way things are likely tobe fixedis by the pay- 
ment of the ten-thousand-dollar bond which he 
furnished at his last election. 

On Thursday night the Commissioners waited 
until 11 o’clock for Murphy to “turn up” and 
then went home. Yesterday morning inquiry at 
his home resulted in the discovery that he had 
not been there the night before, and that noth- 
ing was known of him by his family. Then the 
belief that he had “‘skipped” begau to be enter- 
tained by everybody, for the news filled Hoboken 
like a flash. 

Yesterday afternoon the Water Commissioners 
had a special meeting to take action on the mat- 
ter, but as to the actual amount of money which 
was short in Murphy’s accounts they.could form 
no accurate estimate. His accounts would have 
to be carefully examined, and that would take 
time. After issuing a peremptory order to Mur- 
phy to appear at an evening sessionof the Com- 
missioners and show cause why he should not at 
once be removed from office, which order was 
served on Murphy’s mother, the board adjourned 
until 8 o’clock in the evening. At that hourMurphy 
was still absent, but a motion to declare his 
office vacant was postponed until this evening. 
Mr. William H. Macy, Secretary of the Hoboken 
Land Improvement Company, was appointed as 
expert accountant to examine Murphy’s ac- 
counts. Mr. Macy accepted the appointment on 
the condition that he obtained permission from 
his superiors to act. If he obtains that permis- 
sion he will begin work this morning, and it will 
take him probably a week to finish. Until then 
the real amount of Murphy’s deficit can only be 
guessed at. 

Besides the $7,000 on deposit in the First Na- 
tional Bank the Water Commissioners may be 
able to collect from $1,500 to $2,000 from water 
rentsin arrears, and this will be all the money 
they will have with which to meet the Hack- 
ensack Water Company’s twenty-nine-thousand- 
dollar claim. This is the estimate givenin the 
light of present circumstances. In the exami- 
nation of Murphy’s accounts it may turn out 
that there is money due the city about which no- 
body but Murphy knows anything, and which 
may be sufficient to cover the deficit. But this 
is a vague hope. 

Murphy’s bondsmen are Martin Steljes and 
John Bruning, each for $5,000. These gentle- 
men were seen by a TIMES reporter last night, 
and, although, to use their own words, they are 
‘*paralyzed” by the news, they stand ready, if 
necessary, to make good their bond. 

‘*Mike” Murphy is a Democrat and was serv- 
ing his fifth three-year term as Register, hav- 
ing been re-elected last Spring. His salary was 
$2,500 a year, and, although he spent money 
rather freely, in a hearty, jovial way that won 
the friendship of every one who knew him, he 
was considered by his friends to be living within 
hisincome. He was not married, living with 
his mother, sister, and brother in rather poorly 
furnished rooms at 318 Park-avenue, and how 
he managed to get away with the $20,000, if get 
away with it he did, is a mystery to his friends. 
He had no expensive tastes as far as any one 
knows, was not addicted much to drinking or at 
all to gambling, had lived all his life in Ho- 
boken, and never until now was known to do a 
wrong thing. It is stoutly asserted by many 
persons that Mfrphy’s absence will be satis- 
factorily explainea when he returns, as it is con- 
fidently predicted he will. 

Another theory has gained considerable head- 
way, and was expressed last night by Mr. 
Winges, who said: ‘Murphy will never be 
found, but his body may be unearthed from some 
unfrequented place. That he has con:mitted 
suicide I feel sure.” When asked his reasons for 
this belief Mr. Winges said that on the day before, 
when Murphy had been directed to call the board 
meeting, he acted strangely, and appeared to be 
“very much downhearted.” Murphy was a 
very sensitive man, Mr. Winges said, and if he 
had committed crime he would never have 
been able to face thé disgrace. Death would be 
infinitely preferable. 

Murphy made his last deposit at the bank just 
before it closed, and must have gone away imme- 
diately afterward, without leaving a trace behind. 
Murphy fought through the rebellion and is a 
member of the Major Woerner Post, No. 81, G. 
A. R, His war record is good. 

ESERIES ESS ACID 
MR. VAN ANTWERP’S TROUBLES. 

William Van Antwerp was before Judge 
Truax, yesterday, to ascertain whether his re- 
cent arrest by Pinkerton’s detectives in Jersey 
City was not illegal. He was put into Ludlow- 
Street Jail Feb. 10, upon an execution against 
his person got by his wife, in a suit against 
him for the wrongful conversion of 
$184,000 of bonds belonging to her. A limited 
divorce had been obtained by heron the ground } 
of abandonment, and soon after the decree of | 
divorce she obtained an order for his arrest be- 
cause he failed to pay the alimony which had 
been awarded her.

L. Trotter, and another against his brother-in- 
law, Theodore Trotter, in each of which he | 
claimed large damages for the alienation of his 
wife’s affections. Yesterday, by agreeing to 
drop the suits, he induced his wife to relinquish 
her order for his arrest on account of the non- 
payment of alimony.

Strect. Mr. Yarvo M. Neesan, a missionary stu. 
dent from Persia, told about the customs of hig 
country in such an interesting manner that the 
audience was kert wideawake and good natured 


and the abseuce of fresh air was an evil scarcely 
noticed. 


Mr. Neesan appeared in various Persian cos- 
tumes. but delivered most of his lecture ina 
grayish suit, the bifurcated portion of which 
gave the impression that he had raided the 
wardrobe of some “dress reformer.” Mrs. Doo- 
man, a Persian lady, also spoke, wearing the na- 


tive costume. At the close of the lecture a col- 


lection of Persian embroideries and implements 
was exbibited. 


The young ladies of the audience laughed 
when Mr. Neesan told how the Persian youth 
was allowed to take one kiss from his future 
wife on the eve before their marriage, provided 
he could find her in a darkroom fullof other 
ladies. They were silent and sympathetic when 
he toid how, although he was engaged for 
three years, he never got one kiss in all that 
time. Mr. Neesan was forced to confess that the 
Persian newspapers are rather slow. They are 
divided into two classes—those published évery 
week and those published every seventh day, 
and all Persia has just one of each class. Some 
time after Cleveland was elected Mr. Neesan re- 
ceived a copy of one of these papers. He looked 
anxiously to see if the election returns had 
reached the enterprising editor, but the only 
mention he found of America was its discovery 
by one Christopher Columbus. He doesn’t ex- 
pect to live long enough for the editorto go 
pete en the subsequent history of America and 
give his readers some comparatively recent 
news concerning the United States.

READ IN PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 

Some disappointment was felt by those 
who attended the prayer meeting in Plymouth 
Church last night in the expectation that 
the letters to be read, which had come from in- 
dividuals and organizations to the church at the 
time of Mr. Beecher’s death, would prove inter- 
esting, both as regarded their source and their 
contents. The nature of their announcement 
had led hearers to suppose that some literary 
tid-bits had been held in reserve to revive inter- 
est in the business meetings, and the conclusion 
of the reading of the letters yesterday evening 
was hailed with a sigh which seemed to have 
sprung from a spirit of disappointment and 
relief. A characteristic letter from Dr. Lyman 
Abbott aroused some interest: so did a commnu- 
nication from the Pastor of Westminster Chapel, 
London. which alluded to Mr. Beecher’s last 
visit to England as “made all the dearer be- 
cause Mrs. Beecher came too;” but the audience 
gave the deepest attention toa long and verbose 
communication from the Chicago Congregation- 
al Ministers’ Meeting—the same which refused 
to send its sympathy to Mrs. Beecher when her 
husband was dying—which characterized Mr. 
Beecher as “ an enemy to intemperance, slavery, 
monopoly, and seifishness,” and acknowedged 
that, “‘ whatever his deviation from Congrega- 


tional Church doctrine, he had an ever-increas- 
ing love of the Saviour.” 

The other letters were from the Rev. Charles H. 
Hall, Company G. Thirteenth Regiment, the 
Brooklyn Logan Memorial Committee, the First 
Congregational Church of Grand Rapids. Mich., 
and a colored citizens’ organization of Albany. 

A member of the Advisory Committee of Ten 
reported that it had been at work, and requested 
that suggestions be sent to it by members of the 
church on matters worthy of deliberation by it 
and the Boards of Trustees, and Deacons. He 
also announced that members of Plymouth 
Church would be called upon by committees ap- 
pointed for the purpose and invited te join in 
swelling the subscriptions to the Beecher memo- 
rial fund; and that Messrs. Shearman and Tilney 
had been appointed a committee to oversee the 
compilation of a handsome volume as a 
souvenir of the scenes and services connected 
with the last days and burial of Mr. Beecher.

A WIFE MURDERER HANGED. 

St. Louris, April 15.—Daniel Jewell, the 
wife murderer, expiated his crime in the jail 
yard at 6:50 o’clock this morning, the execution 
being almost private. Only about 35 or 40 per- 
s0ns were present. At 6:30 Sheriff Harrington 
read ,the death warrant at the door of Jewell’s 
cell. The prisoner’s arms were then pinioned 


and the march to the scaffold commenced, 
Sheriff Harrington led, followed by Jewell and 
the priest walking side by side, the Deputy 
Sheriffs and reporters walking in the rear 
with uncovered heads. The mournful pro- 
cession passed out into the open air, where 
Jewell found himself facing the horrible instru- 
ment of death. He turned his eyesdown and 
appeared to be more deeply engaged with his 
confessor. The scene on the scaifold was short. 
An old cracker box had been placed on the trap 
in order to give the poor wretch a greater fall. 
He mounted this and hislegs were pinioned by 
Deputy Sheriff Runnan. Deputy Fostin put the 
black cap over his head and Bob Humphreys ad- 
justed the rope; the cleats were pushed aside by 
Deputies Gardner and Culben. Deputy Shee- 
han cut the rope, the trap fell, a few struggles, 
and Jewell was dead. The crime for which Jew- 
ell was executed was the killing of his wife Ellen 
or rather the infliction of a wound from the ef- 
fects of which she died four months afterward. 
The pair did not live happily together, and 
finally the wife refused to live any longer with 
her husband. Some time after the separation 
Jewell called on Ellen and during the interview 
he attacked her with a knife, but failed to cat 
her. He then threatened tokill her, and on Dec. 
31, 1884, he went to her mother’s house, where 
she was stopping, and shot her, but did not kill 
her outrigbt. She lingered until April 27, 1885, 
when she died. Jewell was tried and convicted 
Oct. 16,1886. His case went to the Supreme 
Court on appeal and was affirmed, and execu- 
tion fixed for Feb. 15. At that time he was very 
ill with pneumonia, and Gov. Marmaduke res- 
pited him until to-day.

Much interest is felt in regard to the posi- 
tion of the different members of the Senate 
Committee on Railroads upon the bill to give 
new life to the Metropolitan Transit Com- 
pany and to turn Broadway over to the par- 
tial destruction of an elevated railroad. The 
committee consists of Senator Low, Chair- 
man, and Senators WALKER, HOYSRADT, 
Knapp, NELSON, PIERCE,and REILLY. Messrs. 
Nertson and REILLy openly favor the job, 
and probably their motives would not bear 
elose scrutiny. Messrs. Low, Hoysrant, 
and Pierce have been depended upon to 
favor an adverse report and takea stand 
in behalf of the city and the property 
owners against the jobbers and speculat- 
ors. The position of Mr. WALKER and Mr. 
Knapp has been uncertain, and they have 
been beset by all the ingenious pecun- 
jary and political influences that are ar- 
rayed in support of the job. They have 
heretofore borne the reputation of honest 
legislators, and it is to be assumed that they 
have been seeking full information on the 
subject before declaring themselves and that 
they have not hesitated on account of being 
open to the inducements of the lobby. They 
certainly cannot afford to lay themselves 
ppen to this latter imputation, and a fair 
consideration of the question can hardly 
fail to bring them to the conclusion that 
the bill before the committee ought never 
to be favorably reported.

{+ is our opinion that in nearly all the 
‘sases in which pleas have been put in for 
the suspension of the long and short haul 
section of the Inter-State Commerce act the 
provisions of the section do not in reality 
prevent the low rates for through traffic 
which are desired. In regard to the trans- 
portation of wool, for instance, from Cali- 
fornia across the continent, there is noth- 
ing in the act to prevent the maintenance 
of low through rates. They can be as low 
as they are for ‘like kind of property” to 
or from any intermediate point, and the 
circumstances and conditions of the traffic 
are such as to relieve the transportation 
from any necessity of conforming to local 
rates. The railroad companies in putting 
up rates in such cases as this and many 
others have, in excess of caution, ignored 
the true meaning of the qualifications in 
this section of the law. What is most 
needed is an authoritative construction 
from the commission of the real intent of 
the prohibition in this section, and this 
may be expected after a study of the cir- 
cumstances and conditions of the traffic 
affected by it has been made. 





The Attorney-General of Louisiana as- 
‘erts, in his petition asking that the Amer- 
ican Cotton Oil Trust shall be placed in the 
hands of a Receiver, that all lines of trans- 
portation in the State discriminate in favor 
of the Trust. If this be true, here is a case 
for the Inter-State Commission, for in the 
new law such discrimination is clearly for- 
bidden. The demand for the enactment of 
the anti-discrimination clauses of that law 
was caused in great measure by notorious 
fiiscrimination in rates for the benefit of 
the Cotton Oil Trust’s prototype, the 
Standard Oil Company. The Attorney- 
General declares that one of the objects of 
the Trust is ‘‘to prevent shipments of cot- 

tonseed by common carriers to any other 
(‘Biuis or persons cugaged in the purchase or 


manufacture thereof, except the mills con- 
trolled by the Trust.” This object can be 
attained and all competition suppressed 
only by means of iniquitous bargains with 
common carriers for special low rates, and 
it was intended that by the new law the 
consummation of such bargains should be 
prevented. 


The official report of the last trip of the 
much-tried cruiser Atlanta shows that she 
will be adtled to the navy. She did not 
quite come up to the engine power stip- 
ulated in her contract, which was 3,500 in- 
dicated horse power, but inasmuch as she 
reached an average of 3,300, there is little 
doubt of her acceptance. Her speed was 


better than had generally been expected. | 


The maximum was 161g knots and the 
average for the wholerun 1519. She does 
not appear to have been loaded for the 
specific purposes of a speed trial, but it is 
plain that she is the fastest vessel yet added 
to the navy, and her gain of about two knots 
per hour on the average of her previous 
trial is certainly gratifying. An equal re- 
sult may be hoped from her sister ship, the 
Boston, which will soon have her first regu- 
lar sea trial. All this inspires hope for the 
new set of war vessels now under construc- 
tion, which are guaranteed to produce far 
greater horse power. The Boston and At- 
lanta, with 664 tons of machinery, were 
only required to develop 3,500 horse power, 
while the Charleston, with 710 tons, is 
guaranteed to develop 7,000. A like rela- 
tive gain is stipulated in the contracts for 
the other new cruisers, so that the very 
high rate of speed expected of them seems 
likely to be accomplished. 


Recent experiments which proved that 
trains of ten or twelve cars could be heated 
satisfactorily by steam from the locomotive 
seem to have cleared away the last of the 
objections raised against this method of 
heating. Some progress is made every 
week in the work of substituting steam for 
stoves. For ten days a train heated by 
steam has been running between St. Albans 
and White River Junction, Vt., the round 
trip covering 242 miles. The working of 
the system in use on this train has beén 
inspected by the Vermont Railroad Com- 
missioners and many practical railroad 
men, and all of these, as well as the officers 
of the road, are satisfied that the problem 
has been solved. In this system heat is fur- 
nished by steam that would otherwise be 
wasted. The terrible accident at White 
River occurred on the road over which this 
train runs, and many lives would have been 
saved if the train wrecked last Winter had 
been heated in the same way. There will 
be ample time before the next cold season 
for the equipment of all passenger trains 
with steam-heating apparatus, and compa- 
nies that shall fail to make the required 
changes will be able to give no good excuse 
for their neglect. 


Mr. Micnarn H. Murpny illustrates in a 
somewhat startling way the political condi- 
tions of Hoboken. Mr. Murpuy is the 
Water Register of that suburb, and is so 
popular that he has just been elected for 
the fifth time and without opposition. He 
is alleged to be “of sporting proclivities,” 
and to have between $60,000 and $70,000 
of the public moneys in his hands, and 
he has disappeared. His enemies ex- 
press apprehensions that he has made 
off with the money, having, peradventure, 
bet the water rates of Hoboken on the 
wrong horse. His friends, on the other 
hand, maintain that he is “only off ona 
spree,” and express confidence that he will 
return in the fullness of time and produce 
the water ratesfrom his trousers pocket. 
Without committing ourselves to either 
theory of the case, we may perhaps hazard 
the prediction that Mr. MurpHy’s next 
election to the office of Water Register will 
not be uncontested. 


Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S speeches in favor of 
the Coercion bill are so violent as to make 
it appear that in his desperation over hay- 
ing thrown away his political opportunities 
the orator has lost his head. Mr. TREVEL- 
YAN’s letter against the bill, on the other 
hand, is so moderate and reasonable that it 
must have its effect upon public opin- 
ion. It indicates that all but a few of 
the Liberal Unionists will return, to their 
own party, now that they have seen what is 
the Tory alternative to Mr. GLADSTONE’S 
scheme of home rule. The more the Co- 
ercion bill is examined the more atrocious, 
absurd, and inexcusable doesit appear. It 
is plain enough that the original scheme of 
the Conservative Ministry was to submit at 
the same time a measure of conciliation cal- 
culated to redress all the Irish grievances of 
whichits authors admitted the existence,and 
a measure of coercion to be putin force if 
the other failed to secure order. The first 


failed because the various factions that | 


supported the Government could not agree 
upon it. Their failure left the Coercion 
bill to stand alone as a threat and insult to 
Ireland. It seems incredible that it should 
succeed even in Parliament, and much more 
thatit should find favor with the constit- 
uenciés. 


The new Mahdi does not seem to be as 
successful as his predecessor in securing 
the devotion of his followers, although he 
has had the great virtue hitherto of refrain- 
ing from making himself as unpleasantly 
aggressive. This last trait, however, can 
hardly be the cause of the secession of sun- 
dry Arab tribes from his control, since their 
new Sultan shows a friendly disposition 
toward the English and the Egyptians. 
Authorities on this subject long ago 
disposed of the popular theory that 
the late MOHAMMED AHMED was the 
original and only Mahdi. Claimants to 
this title have come up from time to time 
for centuries, and NAPOLEON found one 
opposing himin Egypt. Certain traditional 
attributes and incidents by which the true 
Mahdi is to be known appeared in unusual 
combination with the late MOHAMMED 
AHMED, and these, added to his great per- 
sonal qualities, gave him an unprecedented 
success. Buteven he seems to have fallen 
short of the best accepted traditions by ap- 
pearing in the Soudan instead of in Arabia.

| THE CONSTITUTIONAL POINT, 
| The position of Gov, H1i1 that one of the 
' conditions prescribed in the High License 
| bill for selling liquor to be drunk’ on the 
premises under licenses of the second class 
was unconstitutional should not be allowed 
to pass unchallenged. He depended largely 
| on that position for the justification of his 

vetoandit has been received with much 
_ more respect than it deserves. The bill de- 
| clared that if any holder of this class of 
| license should “keep on hand on the 
: premises licensed any intoxicating liquors 
other than those permitted in his license 
he shall bo guilty of a misdemeanor and 
his license shall be forfeited.” The Govern- 
| or’s first criticism of this was that it pro- 
| vided no manner of forfeiting the license or 
adjudicating the forfeiture or judicially de- 
termining the guilt of the offender. 

It is' to be remembered that the High 
License bill was in form and substance an 
amendment of the excise law of 1857. That 
law declares that conviction for the violation 
of any of its provisions shall work a forfeit- 
ure of the license. It also provides that the 
Board of Excise may forfeit any license 
whenever it is satisfied upon inquiry that 
its conditions as prescribed by the law have 
been violated. These provisions would ap- 
ply to the violation of any part of the law 
as amended by the High License bill. Sim- 
ply declaring that the new offense should 
be deemed a misdemeanor which should 
cause a forfeiture of the license was suf- 
ficient, and it was unnecessary to repeat the 
existing provisions of law as to the proof 
and trialofmisdemeanors. Inthe wellknown 
case of the People against Meyer, in the Nine- 
ty-fifth New-York Reports, the Court of 
Appeals upheld the provisions of the excise 
law cited above. It also used this signifi- 
cant language: “It was competent for the 
Legislature in its discretion to annex any 
conditions to the granting of licenses which 
it deemed proper, and to prescribe causes of 
forfeiture.” . 

The power of the Legislature to regulate 
and control the liquor traffic has been re- 
peatedly declared and upheld by the courts. 
The principle is fully established that in so 
doing it is exercising the police power and 
not the power of taxation. It is uniformly 
held that licenses are not in themselves 
property nor in the nature of contracts. 
They are mere permits for a traffic which 
without them is made unlawful, and 
these may be limited in any way 
that the Legislature may deem proper 
for the purpose of effecting its object 
in regulating the sale of liquor, 
Any violation of the conditions on which 
these are: granted may be made a misde- 
meanor, punishable as such under the law, 
and may be made to work the forfeiture of 
the license. This is made very clear in 
numerous judicial decisions. It is to be 
noticed that neither the Attorney-General 
nor ex-Judge COMSTOCK, in their opinions, 
made any reference to this utterly untena- 
ble objection of the Governor to the con- 
stitutionality of this clause of the High 
License bill. 

But, says the Governor, liquors are prop- 
erty which any man has a right to ‘‘ keep 
on hand,” and to forbid his doing so “is a 
destruction of property or interference with 
its vested rights that is repugnant to the 
Constitution.” On this point he got the 
support of the Attorney-General, who quotes 
the Constitution regarding life, liberty, and 
property, &c. But his whole argument is 
entirely ‘“‘from the purpose” of this pro- 
vision of the bill, and relates solely to the 
general right of every man to own liquor 
and to keep it for hisown use. This was 
not brought in question at all by the bill. 
The right of any man to this kind 
of property is not interfered with 
and no power is given for its confiscation. 
Men may have the right to own firearms or 
fireworks or gunpowder or poisons, but the 
State has the undoubted right in the exer- 
cise of its police powers to prescribe the 
conditions of holding such property and 
prohibit any one from keeping it in a cer- 
tain manner or on certain premises where it 
may lead to violations of the law. If it can 
make the selling of liquors without a license 
unlawful it may limit and circumscribe the 
keeping of them on hand. If it grantsa 
special permit to a manto keep and sell a 
certain class of liquors on certain prem- 
ises and prohibits him from selling 
others, it may require that he do not 
keep the others on the licensed premises. 
It does not thereby deprive him of his 
property, but simply makes it necessary for 
him to keep that particular kind of property 
elsewhere than on the licensed premises, 
| just as it may forbid a man to keep explo- 

sives or fireworks in a grocery store. The 

prohibition is a justifiable restriction to ef- 
| fect the purpose of the law in preventing a 
man who is licensed to sell wine and beer 
on certain premises from also selling there 
the kinds of liquor for which a different 
license is required. The argument of the 
Attorney-General on this point is utterly 
flimsy and irrelevant, and he quotes no de- 
cision that is at all germane to the real ques- 
tion.

THE SUBWAYS BILL. 


Under the new Subways bill the city is to 
be hoodwinked and cheated in the good old 
way, and another corporation is to receive 
without charge a valuable franchise and 
monopoly. Inits amended form the bill con- 
tinues the present Commissioners in power 
for two years, and adds only the Mayor 
to their number, the names of the Con- 
troller and the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works having been stricken off. 
This change was made because the inter- 
ested parties wished to preserve the com- 
mission in its present manageable shape, 
without such inconvenient additions as 
three city officers, able by their votes to ob- 
struct any schemes which Messrs. Hzss, 
Moss, and GIBBENS might deem proper and 
useful. So in dropping the Controller, 
for whose retention there was no very good 
reason, they also put out Gen. NEwron, 
who, there is every reason to believe, would 
have been a most obstructive and disagree- 
able member of the commission from the 
point of view of the enterprising gentlemen 

4 who hove to turn an honest penny in the 


subway business. Mayor Hewitt will be 
perhaps equally obstructive to jobs, but his 
duties are too onerous to leave him much 
time for his work as a Subway Commis- 
sioner. ; 

The act is of a curiously duplex nature, 
that part upon which the Legislature is to 
take action having only a foundation upon 
which will rest the actual structure. The 
vital part of the enactment is the contract 
between the commission and the Consoli- 
dated Telegraph and Electric Subways 
Company, appearing here as a revision 
of the old contract between these two 
parties. The contract is an elaborate 
document, and is worth rather less than the 
paper it is printed on as a safeguard of the 
city’s interests and the rights of electric 
companies notin alliance with the Bell Tele 
phone Company and the Western Union. 
The so-called Telegraph and Electric Sub- 
ways Company has a capital of $3,000,000, 
of which five-sixths is owned by the Met- 
Tropolitan Telephone Company, leaving 
$500,000 to be used in the necessary work 
of “promoting” any legislative or other 
work the concern may wish to undertake. 

The vices of this contract are that it con- 
fers an exclusive privilege upon the sub- 
ways company; that it contains a carefully 
drawn provision to the effect that the city 
shall never receive any remuneration from 
the company for the use of the streets, and 
that it probably puts into the hands of the 
most conscienceless monopoly now existing 
in this country the power to deprive all rival 
corporations of the power to use the subway 
conduits. The act in terms disclaims any 
purpose to confer exclusive privileges. This 
is necessary, for to confer them would be 
unconstitutional. Butthe act ratifies and 
confirms the contract, and the contract 
binds the commission to use its utmost legal 
powers to compel all electrical companies in 
the city to put their wires in the subways 
which it authorizes the subwayscompany to 
construct. ‘ 

Similarly the section in regard to re- 
muneration to the city is so drawn as to 
defeat its own ostensible purpose. It pro- 
vides that nothing shall be paid to the city 
until the company shall have first received 
a 10 per cent. dividend upon its capital act- 
ually invested, and from any excess of 
earnings over 10 per cent. a sufficient sum 
is first to be deducted, if necessary, to make 
the earnings of each and every previous year 
equal 10 per cent. Only the most unsophis- 
ticated minds will cherish the delusion that 
under such an arrangement the subways 
company would ever pay the first dollar to 
the city. Indeed, the company will get the 
streets at its own terms, that is, gratis, and 
the city in this matter, as in scores of others, 
is to pursue its old thriftless policy of giv- 
ing away franchises of enormous value, 
which, if disposed of in a businesslike fash- 
ion, would yield revenues sufficient to make 
a material reduction in the tax levy. Any 
privilege of supplying a great public want 
must be remunerative in a city like New- 
York, and the city should in every case ex- 
act the proper remuneration. 

The new bill appears to have been ac- 
cepted by the city authorities asthe best 
solution that could be furnished of a 
very difficult problem. There were weighty 
objections to the proposition so make the 
city the owners of the subways; moreover 
the bill embodying that proposition could 
nut have been forced through the Legisla- 
ture. We do not imagine that the city au- 
thorities feel any deep interest in the fate 
of the billin its amended form. Itis now 
substantially a bill to continue the old com- 
mission, none of whose members has any 
special fitness for the work, and to give 
legislative sanction to a contract by which 
that commission proposes to allow the sub- 
ways company to take the streets for noth- 
ing and use the conduit to confirm the mo- 
nopoly of the Bell Telephone Company and 
the Western Union Telegraph Company. 


MRS. HOWE’S “ BANK” AGAIN. 

The flight of the notorious Mrs. HowE 
from Boston as a fugitive from justice re- 
vives the reflections which her former 
career was adapted to excite upon the in- 
exhaustible gullibility of the human species 
and especially of the female sex. Her re- 
appearance in Boston after serving a term 
in prison for swindling, her resumption of 
‘* business,” and her finding victims enough 
to support her for a year and a half are 
facts even more wonderful and staggering 
than the swindles which she managed to 
perpetrate before she fell into the hands of 
the police. 

In nothing is the talent of this remark- 
able woman for swindling more conspicuous 
than in the crudity of her devices. She saw 
that the cruder the devices, and the more 
bald and brutal her appeals to cupidity, the 
more likely they were to succeed with the 
victims she had marked for herown. She 
was employed, according to her own story, 
in a benevolent enterprise for ameliorating 
the condition of women by paying them a 
higherrate of interest on theirsavings by the 


month than they could get from the tyrant 
man by the year. Some women, of thekind 


facetiously known as “ woman-women,” 
will believe anything to the discredit of 
the tyrant man, and will act upon their be- 
lief. To perceive this and to apply it to her 
own purposes was the first discovery of Mrs. 
Howe. The belief was so strong that, even 
after she had been exposed and prosecuted, 
some of her victims retained their confi- 
dence in her and believed that she was a 
good woman struggling with adversity 
in the form of man. Man, for his own 
base purposes, would pay Woman only 5 
per cent. a year onhermoney. The prom- 
ise of asister woman to pay her 7 per cent. 
a month was accepted by champions of the 
oppressed sex as proof, not that the sister 
woman was a swindler, but that Man was 
cheating confiding Woman out of 79 per 
cent. a year, being the difference between 
what he paid and what Woman promised to 
pay. 

It is plain that Mrs. Howr’s methods of 
business would not have inveigled men. 
Men, even when they become victims of the 
sawdust swindlers, require to see how the 
tempter can find his account in the offer he 
makes them. An offer of 7 per cent. per 
annum would be much more likely to 
attract them than an offer of 7 
per’ cent. a month, which they are 
quite certain that nohbodv would make 


as a matter of business and in good faith, 
when the less extravagant offer would be 
equally efficacious. Accordingly Mrs. Hows 
in her high and palmy days strictly avoided 
the business sex, and declined to invest 
their savings forthem, She was rewarded 
with the faith of the trustful sex to such an 
extent that after she had been exposed one 
of her victims rushed to her defense with 
indignant and sarcastic eloquence. 

All this was in the nature of things, and 
so far Mrs. HOWE deserves credit rather for 
having the courage of her perceptions than 
for the perccptions themselves. It took gen- 
ius, however, to see that shecould play her 
old game with success after she had been 
caught and had served a term in jail. When 
she resumed business she did not even 
change her name. She advertised to 
pay 7 per cent. a month, and 
to pay the interest for three months 
in advance, and of course before the money 
had been invested or had earned anything. 
One of her dupes, upon whose complaint she 
promptly fled, has described her business 
method. The dupe “invested” $100, less 
$21, being three months’ interest at 7 
per cent. That is, she actually deposited 
$79, and was actually so muddled by this 
hocus-pocus, and by what she supposed to 
bo its businesslike character, that she gave 
a convicted swindler $79 without security. 
This is the marvelous part of the business, 
that @ woman with whose swindling opera- 
tions all Boston, and especially all female 
Boston, had become familiar, should be en- 
abled to repeat the same game, under the 
same name, ih the same town, and to carry 
it on with such success as to make it 
support herfor ayear andahalf beforea 
single complaint was made against her. 
When the first complaint was made 
she recognized that the game was 
up and promptly ran away. In this 
she gave another proof that, however 
corrupt herheart might be, her intellect was 
unclouded. Whether her disappearance is 
temporary or permanent remains to be 
seen, Apparently there is nothing to pre- 
vent her from reappearing in Boston a year 
hence and carrying on for another twelve- 
month a legitimate and conservative bank- 
ing business. Whether we have seen the 
last of her or not, we are forced to recog- 
nize in her a remarkable woman, whose in- 
timate knowledge of the mental workings 
of her own sex puts male swindlers and 
male novelists to shame.

NEVADA AND THE MORMONS. 

The Salt Lake Herald, an organ of the 
Mormon Church, recently declared that, 
while the Mormons could easily gain con- 
trol of the State of Nevada, they did not 
want the State at any price. Italso said 
that the Mormons were the most determined 
opponents of the scheme to annex Southern 
Idaho, with its thousands of Mormon in- 
habitants, to Nevada. JOSEPH LONG, a 
Bishop of the church, is not so discreet as 
the Herald. Bishop Lona’s home is in 
Southern Idaho, in a county where a Gen- 
tile is a curiosity. He has been Sheriff and 
School Superintendent and Representative 
in the Idaho Legislature, and he knows 
what is going on in that region. Just now 
he is in St. Louis, where he has been talk- 
ing with refreshing freedom to a reporter. 
Concerning Nevada he says: 


“There are not more than 16,000 voters in the 
sovereign State of Nevada now, of whom nearly 
5,000 are Mormons. What is to prevent the 
Mormons from dumping 8,000 citizens into Ne- 
vada and taking possession of the Government 
of the State ina year? Nothing. And, by the 
way, this thing is just now seriously considered. If 
we had three Electoral votes on the political 
market we might have friends, and plenty of 
them, in Washington. With two United States 
Senators to fight our battles, and a full-fledged 
Congressman in addition to our Utah Delegate, 
we might get amore respectful hearing. Then, 
too, we might have influence enough to get Utah 
admitted, and later Idaho. There is nothing to 
prevent the Mormons, if they take it in their 
heads to engage in practical politics, from con- 
trolling Nevada and Utah and holding the bal- 
ance of power in Idaho and Arizona.” 


This Bishop of the Mormon Church admits 
that the Mormons now have under serious 
consideration a plan for capturing Nevada 
by colonization. He says nothing about the 
proposed annexation of Southern Idaho to 
Nevada, although he is one of the foremost 
residents of that part of the Territory. Is 
he reticent on this subject because tho 
Idaho annexation project is especially 
favored in the secret councils of the church ? 
The Mormons could gain control of Nevada 
without “dumping 8,000 citizens” into it 
if Southern Idaho should become part of the 
State. 


ANOTHER CLUB FOR AUTHORS. 

The formation of an Authors Club in 
Boston rouses the same brood of misconcep- 
tions which awoke at the founding of the 
Authors Club of New-York five years ago. 
Invitations to meet for discussion were 
signed by Messrs. Hotmes, LOWELL, How- 
ELLS, ALDRICH, PERCIVAL LOWELL, BER- 
NARD CARPENTER, A. P. BROWN, and AR- 
THUR W. EATON, and were sent to a limited 
number of writers. One paper has already 
criticised the invitation because it bears 
several names not known. But an author 
is a person known. Ergo, some of theso 
gentlemen are not authors and the thing is 
absurd. 

Special clubs for men of letters are not 
founded for a whim, but have special needs 
behind them. In London the Incorporated 
Society of Authors is frankly a guild estab- 
lished to protect and forward the rights and 
interests of writers; but in New-York and 
presumably in Boston the club is only 
meant to form a place of meeting for men of 
letters, where they can entertain their 
friends and get to know each other without 
ceremony and loss of precious time. Should 
combined action on the part of writers be 
necessary, however, the club has already 
performed the most difficult part of the 
matter, that of uniting the men of the same 
guild, and performed it in the best possible 
way, easily, naturally, without friction; 
moreover, it has permitted the members to 
form some judgment concerning the capac- 
ity of their fellows in matters requiring 
action. The usefulness of an Authors Club 
was felt in New-York when the Copyright 
League was started. Had the Authors 
Club undertaken to do what the league 
attempted, it would not have come so near 
success, But the league found at hand in 
the club all the material it wanted, so far 
as the literary men were concerned yet was

PATTI AT THE METROPOLITAN. 
There can be no doubt that the public is 
 tmbued with tho spirit if not acquainted with the 
words of thi delightful poem of Horace begin- 
ning “ Eheu, fugaces.”

réle of Margherita is not one of the most popu- 
larly attractive in Mme. Patti’s extensive re- 
pertory. It gives no opportunity for the brilliant 
colorature singing with which she has surprised 
and delighted the people of the entire musical 
. world for over a score of years. Its smooth, 
flowing music shows the lovely quality of her 
voice to advantage, but Pattishines with greater 
effect when she can dazzle her hearers by the 
marvelous certainty and facility of her execu- 
tion. Nevertheless her Margherita is a 
charming performance, and when the cur- 
tain rose in the first act of “Faust” 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last night 
there was an audience present no Jess impress- 
ive in size than has gathered on the previous 
nights of Mme. Patti's present season. Tio 
boxes were all filled with a brilliant array of so- 
ciety people; the orchestra stalls were all occu- 


pied, and the galleries, as heretofore, were 
packed to suffocation. The opera is probably 
the most familiar that is known to our stage. 
The music has been hammered on pianos, 
plown on cornets, squeaked on violins, and 
wheezed out of hand organs for years, 
but it has not lost its charm, Its 
sensuous beauty isas fresh and enchanting to- 
day as it was when Gounod wrote it, and the ear 
never wearies of it. Muchof this isdueto the 
masterly instrumentation, which is farin ad- 
vance of the older school of Italian opera. Last 
night the familiar numbers were greeted with 
old-time warmth and some aroused enthusiasm. 
Mme. Patti wasin superb voice and in a most 
delightful mood. She gave to her rendering of 
the music a rare poetry of sentiment 
and delicacy of expression, while she pre- 


served the full and meliow richness of tonal | 


quality that beiong to her alone. Her few bars 
of recitative in the kirmess scene were perfect 
in tone, color, and suayity. Her whole garden 
scene was an inexpressible lovely piece of sing- 
ing. The “King of Thule” was given with quiet, 
but sincere, feeling and the ensuing jewel song 
with a brilliancy that stirred the entire audience 
to the wildest demonstrations of delight 
and compelled a repetition. In the “Tar- 
da si fa” she sang with 2 great 
depth of feeling, and the concluding scenes 
of the opera she acted and sang with much ear- 
nestness and admirable effect. Mme. Patti ap- 
pea last evening without the traditional 
londe wig, wearing her own raven hair and 
thus looking as lovely as usual. Mme. Scaichi 
was the Siebel. She was not in quite as good 
voice as on Wednesday evening, but she sang 
her music with unerring art, the * Parlatelle 
d’amor” being vociferously redemanded. Signor 
del Puente’s return to the local stage. as Valen- 
tino was warmly welcomed. The popular baritone 
was in fine voice and his acting and singing were 
both of a most commendable quality. His death 
scene won him a hearty recall. Signor Novara 
Was @ grim and sonorous Mephistopheles, re- 
ating with good effect his familiar per- 
‘ormance of the réle. Signor Vicini was the 
Faust and was suffering from hoarseness, which 
marred his work. ‘The performance, however, 
asa whole was the best rendering of “ Faust” 
that has been heard here this season and for 
some time past. The chorus and orchestra were 
in good form and Signor Arditi conducted with 
his customary ability. 


THE SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 

This season’s performances of the Sym- 
phony Society of New-York will be brought toa 
close with to-night’s concert at the Metropolitan 
Opera House, when Berlioz’s ‘“‘Romeo and 
Julfet,” Beethoven's “‘Coriolanus” overture, and 
the chorus from “Die Meistersinger” will be 
rendered, These numbers made up the pro- 
gramme of yesterday’s public rehearsal, which 
passed off to the satisfaction of a large and ap- 
preciative assemblage. ‘“‘Romeo and Juliet” 
is.a work with which there has been abundant 
opportunity for New-York audiences to become 
acquainted. It has been interpreted in its en- 
tirety, and portions of it have often been 
heard and admired in the concert room. Though 
written long after Berlioz’s name had become 
known throughout Europe, and after Paganini’s 
extraordinary demonstration of enthusiasm and 


‘Mberality amazed and delighted the composer, it 
is far less characteristic, interesting, and im- 
pressive than his earlier efforts. ** Romeo and 
Juliet,” in fact, is a composite achievement; it is 
neither a symphony nor a cantata nor an opera, 
but it partakes of the nature of each of these 
art forms, and thus reveals again and again how 
far Berlioz’s talent fell short of universality. 

“Romeo and Juliet” the composer 
is at his best in the love scene, in the 
secherzo, in the scherzetto, and in the garden 
scene. in which last Romeo is pictured wan- 
dering in sadness, and the strains of the festal 
music in Capulet’s house fall upon the listener’s 
ear. With the exception of the scherzetto, in 
which Mercutio and the chorus narrate syliab- 
ically the story of the dream, the numbers just 
cited are assigned to the orchestra and come un- 
der the head of programme music pure and sim- 
ple. As to conception and treatment, they are 
one and all original, beautiful, and effect- 
ive, the love scene teeming with im- 
passioned measures and sensuous harmonies, 
the secherzo (‘Queen Mab, the Dream Fay’’) 
reminding one, by the extreme-delicacy of its 
instrumentation, of Mendelssohn’s typical 
scherzo and of Schumann's “ Invecation to the 
Alpine Fay,” and the baliroom music appealing 
vividly to the auditor through its impulsive and 
well-marked rhythms and its brilliant instru- 
mentation. Outside of these passages of the 
score the “dramatic symphony,” as Berlioz him- 
self cails it, is not, under ordinary circumstances, 
particularly striking.

JERSEY-STREEVS MYSTERY. 


MORE ABOUT THE SHOOTING, BUT NO 
ONE KNOWS WHO DID IT. 


The police last night made some progress 
in clearing up the mystery of the shooting in 
Jersey-street Thursday night, but appear to 
have no clue. to’ the principals in the affair. A 
detective ascertained that M. and Mme. Tissot, 
who give thelr“ Living Pictures” in the third act 
of the Black Crook at Niblo’s, were witnesses of 
the shooting, and obtained an important state- 
ment from them. 

They were on their way to the theatre at 
8:30 o'clock. Whenon the east side of Crosby- 
street and half way between Houston and 
Jersey streets they passed a tall, slim, and well 


dressed man in a doorway. They were within 
a few paces of Jersey-street when they heard 
quick footsteps and an angry and excited voice 
saying, either ‘‘Hold on” or “Who are 
you?” The tall, slim man brushed past Mme. 
Tissot and darted into Jersey-street. -An instant 
later an arm was thrust over Mme. Tissot’s 
right shoulder and flash and bang went a pistol 
so near her face as to partly stun her. The 
weapon was discharged at the tall man bya 
stout, well dressed, red whiskered man, who 
wore a tall silk hat and who continued in pursuit 
of the tall man to Mulberry-street. 

Mme. Tissot’s story is amply corroborated by 
two liquor dealers and the janitorof the,building 
on the northeast coruer of Crosby and Jersey 
streets. What oceurred after the shooting isa 
subject of much speculation. Henry Behrens, 
who keeps a saloon at 127 Crosby-street, is posi- 
tive that the red whiskered man walked up and 
down Crosby-street several times before the 
shooting. After it the same man _ camo 
back, breathless and pale, along Crosby- 
street from Prince-street. He asked if 
there had been a shooting affray, 
and if any one was hurt. His derby hat 
had then a dent in it. He went uv Jersey- 
street with some boys. When one of them 
picked up a piece of paper and said there was 
blood on it he said, ‘ Let’s see,” and, striking 
a match, examined the paper and threw it 
away, exclaiming, ‘* Pshaw! it’s only red ink.’ 
The janitor of the Schlesinger Building, in 
Jersey-street, afterward picked up the paper 
and found that ithad been used to wrap up a 
dead fowl. 

The cab incident is rather singular. Many as- 
sert that the cab prowled around as if awaiting 
some one, but itis probable that the man who 
hailed it, who is believed to be the one who fired 
over Mme. Tissot’s shoulder, did so at hazard. 
Still no one heard him give an order to the driver 
when he got in at Mulberry and Houston 
streets, and the driver immediately whipped 
up his team and went toward the 
Eowery. At Elizabeth-street a stupid police 
officer stopped the carriage, a very_ hand- 
sume one with a bent glass front, and _inter- 
rogated the man inside and thedriver. He was 
satisfied with their assurance that nothing was 
amiss and allowed them to go. The carriage 
went to Broome-street and the Bowery, where 
the red-whiskered man got out and went back to 
the stage entrance of Niblo’s. 

No one at the theatre knew of any cause for 
a quarrel between two men or could verify a re- 
port that the shooting was the result of jealousy 
on the part of aballet girl’s lover. No such 
men as those described went in the staze door 
tiuat night, and no.such men were invited outside, 
so far as ths doorkeeper knew. The detectives 
are, however disposed to believe that the red- 
whiskered man was watching the stage door at 
a discreet distance for some purpose, and that he 
fell foul of the tall man. The red-whiskered man 
had an opportunity of firing other shots in 
Jersey and Mulberry streets. Why he did not 
do so cannot be explained.

KEIFER’S DEFENDERS—SENATOR SHER- 
MAN AND THE IRISH. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Gen. Sheridan is 
quoted to-night as saying: ‘There is not a word 
of truth in the statements published concerning 
the effort made to get rid of the notorious Keifer 
as orator at the unveiling of the Garfield statue.”

THE BACON INVESTIGATION 


LOOKING INTO BROOKLYN'S MU- 
NIOIPAL AFFAIRS, 

#IRE CHIEF NEVINS’S CONNECTION WITH 
THE ELECTRIC LIGHT AND DISTRICT 
TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. ; 

The Bacon investigating committee yes- 
terday began looking into the elecirio light com- 
pany phase of Brooklyn municipal crookedness. 

Fire Chief Thomas F. Nevins was the first of the 

witnesses by whem they hope to reach the truo 

inwardness of the arrangement by which the elec- 
tric light company’s wires obtained a place on 
the city’s poles, and he was beginning to get very 
entertaining when the committee adjourned. 

Mr. Nevins was taken somewhatby surprise, but 

he was notified to bo present this morning, and 

will have been able in the interimto refresh his 

Memory on some subjects which he was not able 

to call clearly to mind yesterday. 

Mr. Nevins said he had been Chief of the Fire 
Department since 1870. He described the de- 
partment’s telegraph system, and said he was 
not concerned with the construction of telegraph 
wires throughout tho city of Brooklyn, and did 
not know that fire insurance underwriters had 
criticised the stringing of wires overhead. He 
afterward took back this statement, which was 


made without a clear understanding of what 
counsel was after, and with a very evident fear 
of a pitfall of some kind lurking in the questions 
put to him. He finally acknowledged that tele- 
graph wires often proved a serious impediment 
to men at work, especially in the Winter sea- 
son, when ice gathered upon them. He had pro- 
tested from time to time against the extension of 
telegraph wires throughout the city, including 
those of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany. 

The witness’s testimony became more inter 
esting after he had acknowledged that he was 
interested in the Brooklyn District Telegraph 
Company and the Citizens’ Electric Telegraph 
Company. “I bought stock in the Brooklyn 
District Telegraph Company some years ago,” 
heeaid. “It was upon the organization of the 
company, which occurred some time after I be- 
came Chief of the Fire lye I acquired 
an interest in the Electric Light Company when 
it was organized, three or four years ago. 
Mn. Humstone is President and Mr. McGowan is 
Seoretary of the Brooklyn District Telegraph 
Company, and Iam oneof the Directors. Be- 
— Messrs. Humstone, McGowan, and myself 

donot remember the names of Directors. I 
mm also a Director in the Eleetric Light Com- 
pany, and have been so since about a year 
Biter I became a stockholder. The other 
Directors then were Mr. Pope and Mr. Sew- 
pill, ef Pope & Sewell, and Mr. Brown. The 

irectors at present are Charles Cooper, who is 

ident of the company; John Delmar, Hugh 
ecLaughlin, Anthony Barrett, and myself. 
Laughter.) Cooper, McLaughlin, Barrett, and 
lmar came in two years ago. I bought my in- 
terest in the Brooklyn District Telegraph Com- 
any, Seven or eight years ago, from several dif- 
erent people. That company has no privilege 
from the city of Brooklyn beyond stringing the 
wires across the streets. The Electric Light 
Company has a franchise from the Board of Al- 
dermen to erect poles inthe city of Brooklyn, 
and a contract to supply light tothe city. Idid 
not vote on that contract. The President does 
all that business. The contract with the city is 
mot a very important one.” 

“ How much does it amount to annually?” 

*“*T don’t know; probably about $100,000.” 

“ How is it that you know s0 little about it, be- 
ing a Director of the company?” 

“A minority Director sometimes does not 
know what is going on in the company.” 

“Are you a minority Director?’ 

“ Oh, no,”” 

Joseph Reeve, who was oneof the Commis- 
sioners of Charities at the time the St. Johnland 

roperty was purchased, said he was examined 

‘ore the committee which investigated that 
transaction, and denied that he sta then that

Smith told witness that his 
revenue from the transaction would reach be- 
tween $5,000 and $6,000, and that his expenses 
would amount to $2,000 or $3,000. Besides this 
profit Smith was appointed on witness's recom- 
mendation Superintendent of the.St. Johnland 
Farm at a salary of $1,500 and house rent 
free. Two of Smith’s brothers-in-law were 
also appointed toa position on the farm. Wit- 
ness had been appointed by the owners of other 

roperty, one of whom, Eugene Orr, a news: 

ealer, had offered him $3,000 to get the county 
to take his property. Another party had made 
him an indirect proposition. ‘ When the Board 
of Aldermen visited the farm,” the witness said, 
“the Commissioners treated them royally, pro- 
viding them with a dinner, wines and cigars, 
at a cost of about $400, for which the Com- 
missioners paid.” By the committee’s leave the 
witness made a long statement, in which he 
Baid that neither himself nor any other of the 
Charity Commissioners had received anything in 
connection with the St. Johnland purchase. 

Mr. Gaynor, who was counsel for the Graves- 
end Common Land Trustees at the time Mr. 
Hobby paid $3,500 for a piece of land which 
Was put down in the deed as sold for $2,500, 
made an explanation of the transaction. He 
produced Mr. Hobby’s bid, which had been 
made for him by an nnnuamed third party, and 
which contained the figures $5,600, which, Mr.

NOT SO SURE AS THEY WHERE. 


DR. REYNOLDS’S LAWYER ASKS SOME 
SEARCHING QUESTIONS. 

The examination in the case of O. B. 
Gould, as complainant against Dr. William M. 
Reynolds and Mrs. Jessie Reynolds, of 108 
West Forty-seventh-street, whom ho charges 
With fraudin attempting to collect insurance 
from the London Assurance Company on furni- 
ture said to have been burned in Dr. Reynolds’s 
house, at Flushing, was continued yesterday at 
the Yorkville Police Court. The examination 


for the prosecution was conducted by Mr. Thom- 


son, of Foster & Thomson, and for the defense 
by Mr. Richards, of Richards & Brown. The 
first witness was O. B. Gould. His cross-exam- 
ination had been held over by the defense in 
order that he might see and identify, if possible, 
certain articles of furniture in the hands of the 
property clerk at Police Headquarters as the 
game seen by him at Dr. Reynolds's house, on 
Forty-seventh-street, and for which Dr, Rey- 
nolds asked the insurance in his proof of loss, 
Gould bad not taken the trouble to go to Police 
Headquarters, and he was at once dispatched 
thither. 

Patrick Brennan testified that he had been em- 

loyed since Aug. 17, 1885, as gardener by Dr. 
Barvnolds at the place in Flushing, and had been 
there at the time of the fire. The house bad last 
been occupied by Dr. Reynolds and his wife in 
August or September, 1386. Since then, until 
about three weeks before the fire, when the 
painters finished their work in the house, wit- 
ness had been init several times. He had helped 
inthe removal of furniture to the New-York 
house, and a large quantity had been taken 
away. Mostof this was done in January, 1887, 
and had been so complete that witness said he 
could enumerate every article in the house at 
the time of the fire. He betrayed an apparently 
intimate knowledge with every room in the 
house and its contents, and even knew that ono 
of the two trunks left in the house was unlocked 
and contained ‘“‘what looked like children’s 
clothes.” He said the only two paintings in the 
house were saved and were at present in the 
barn. There were four barrels of cider vinegar, 
instead of six, as claimed in the proof of loss. 
He was certain that there were no books in the 
house. 

Under Mr. Richards’s slow but persevering 
cross-examination Brennan's certainty melted 
like snow before the’sun. First he contradicted 
astatement madein his direct testimony, that 
there were five rooms in the second fluor of the 
burned house, and declared that there were six. 
A plan submitted showed that there were seven. 
The witness then contradicted the affidavit 
sworn to by him for the insurance company, in 
which he stated that he had access to the 
house from September, 1886, until the paint- 
ers left, in February last, and said that he 
only had admission at times when furniture 
was being removed. He wus absolutely unable 
to describe the positions of prominent articles of 
furniture prior to its removal, and had no idea of 
the number of pieces there were of any kind, ex- 
cept the bookcases. The main force of the cross- 
examination was spent in trying to show the 
liability of the witness to giye with certainty 
the entire contents of the house, as he professed 
to do in the direct testimony. It was also 
brought out that the witness had had his wages 
cut down by Dr. Reynolds previous to the fire. 

Julian Oliver Davidson testified that he was 
an artist and had painted only three or four 
pictures for Dr. Reynolds. Of these he had just 
seen three at Police Headquarters. On cross-ex- 
amination he admitted that it was almost impos- 
sible for him to tell how many pictures he had 
painted since he began his vocation in 1870 and 
that he did not know where they all went or who 
owned them at present. Some of his pictures 
were sold at public sale. 

George McCord, another artist, testified that 
he painted two pictures for Dr. Reynolds about 
12 years ago and had just identified them at 
Police Headquarters. Cross-examination here 
also brought out the fact that it might be very 
easy for Or. Reynolds to own or to buy other 
pictures painted by the witness without the lat- 
ter’s knowledge. ; 

Mr. Richards moved to strike out the testi- 
mony of the artists on the ground that it could 
have no bearing in deciding how many of their 
pictures had been burned in the house. The mo- 
tion was denied. 

O. B. Gould testified that he had identified a 
music box and leopard skin at Police Head- 
quarters as those mentioned in the proof of loss 
and seen by him at the house on Forty-seventh- 
street. He admitted, however, that this identi- 
fication was not absolutely certain, but was 
based partly on suspicions which he had formed 
from his knowledge of other factsin the case. 
He said that the organ which he saw at Dr. 
Reynolds’s New-York house hada shelf top and 
one bank of keys. This Dr. Reynolds claims is 
an entirely different organ from the onein the 
Flushing house, which had two banks of keys 
and a flattop. Brennan had also declared that 
he remembered taking no organ away from the 
Flushing house. | 

The hearing was adjourned to 10 o’clock Mon- 
day morning.

SUNDAY LAW fOR JEWS. 

J.P. Solomon, the editor of the Hebrew 
Standard, recently wrote to the Mayor regard- 
ing the enforcement of the Sunday law against 
those Hebrews who kept Saturday as the Sab- 
bath.

Doubtless this in- 
flicts a hardship upon the minority, but under our 
theory of government itis a hardship which cannot 
be avoined. * * * Theremedy is for these citizens, 
whom you regard as unoffending, to obey the law 
which will give them immunity from arrest. I can 
assure you in conclusion that [ have a great respect 
for the rights of conscience, but if the doctrine were 
once admitted that the law is to give way to every 
man who puts in the plea of conscience the law 
would become a nullity.”

MEASLES IN A NURSERY, 

Two children who were admitted to the 
Brookly Nursery, at 396 Herkimer-street, about 
four weeks ago, introduced an epidemic of 
measles which has affected 35 of the 50 inmates 
of the place and caused the death of 9 little 
ones. The two children were a boy and a girl, 
whose names the matron of the nursery refuses 


to give. They appeared to be healthy and were 
unbesitatingly admitted. Both became sick 
in a few days and in @ week 

little girl was taken away. The boy 
mained and graduaily grew worse. Dr. Rink, 
the house surgeon, had diagnosed his case 
as measles and quarantined him. But the dis- 
ease nade its appearance in others, and in as 
many days five little ones were down with it. 
Every precaution was taken, ‘ but,’’ the matron 
said yesterday, ‘‘ the disease seemed to be in the 
air, and in three weeks more than half the chil- 
dren were sick. Two floors of the nursery are 
given up to their use, and several trained nurses 
have been employed.” 

Duriog the present week nine deaths have oc- 
curred. The ages of the little ones range from 
6 months to4 years. Dr. Rink thought yester- 
day that very few of the children now sick were 
in danger.

STEVEDORES ON STRIKE. 

About 150 Italian stevedores engaged in 
unloading the raw sagar from the vessels as- 
signed to Havemeyer & Elder, foot of South 
Fourth-street, Brooklyn, Eastern District, are 
now on astrike. The men went out on Thurs: 
day for an increase of pay. They had been re- 
ceiving 30 cents per hour, and demanded 40 
cents. Areport that the strikers were rioting 
yesterday afternoon reached the station houses 
in the vicinity, and a squad of 30 policemen were 
sent to the scene. Everything was quiet when 
they reached the docks. A little stir was created 
laterin the day, when a boat containing about 
30 Italians frum New-York reached the dock, 
The men were to fill the places of the strikers, 
but on learning the circumstances refused to go 
to work. Several vessels are now waiting to be 
unloaded, but the strikers refuse to resume 
work unless their demands are acceded. It is 
feared serious trouble will be the result unless 
something is done toward effecting a settlement.

DR. TAYLOR ACQUITTED. 

The second trial of Dr. Theus Taylor for 
the killing of his hired man, Thaddeus Gritman, 
at Hempstead, Long Island, took place yester- 
day at the Queens County Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, before Judge Barnard. At the first 
trial Dr. Taylor.was convicted of manslaughter 
and sentenced to two years in Sing Sing 
and to pay a fine of $1,000. On appeal the con- 
viction was setaside anda new trial granted. 
Dr. Taylor is connected with a wealthy New- 
York family and a large number of his friends 
were in court yesterday. The testimony was 
about the same as at the first trial. Dr. Tayilor, 
who isa Texan and an expert shot, killed Grit- 
man while attempting to shoot a tomato can 
from his head. The defense claimed that Grit- 
man would not have been killed if he nad not 
moved his bead when Dr. Taylor fired. The 
jury brought in a verdict of acquittal.

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MR. POWELLS AT LIBERTY. 


ALLOWED TO DEPART BEYOND 
REACH OF TEMPTATION. 

When George V. Powell, who was arrested 
on the District Attorney’s complaint, was 
taken before Judge Van Brunt, in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, yesterday, his face did not 
carry the pallor of a dungeon cell, but rather 
the rosy hue of the good living of the Grand 
Central Hotel, where he has been staying, under 
the care of a detective, for a week. His counsel, 
John O. Mott, began his appeal for the release of 
his client by saying: “The petition of Jacob 
Sharp.” Thesmiles which illumined the faces 
of Judge, lawyers, and attendants apprised him 
of his mistake, and he quickly corrected himself. 


He argued that the order of commitment should 
be vacated mainiy for the reason that the atlida- 
vit upon which it was granted should have been 
based on something more than “ information 
and belief” that Mr. Powell was going to leave 
the State. 

Judge Van Brunt had just had time to say that 
a decision of the Court of Appeals had indicated 
that “information and belief” were sufficient to 
Warrant an order of commitment, when As- 
sistant District Attorney Nicoll said that he 
would save the court a good deal of trouble by 
making a simple statement. Mr. Martine and 
himself, he said, entertained a very high regard 
for Mr. Powell, who had rendered very valuable 
personal services to the State and city at much 
personal inconvenience, to himself. Then he 
nade this statement about the coming trial of 
Jacob Sharp: 

“But believing that some time between this 
and the Ist of June, when it might become 
our duty to move the trial of the indictment 
against Jacob Sharp, that Mr. Powell, from busi- 
ness and personal reasons, might be leaving the 
jurisdiction of the State of New-York; believing 
that he was contemplating such a departure at 
the time of the application to Judge Cowing, 
upon which the warrant of commitment waa 1s- 
sued, we applied for the warrant by virtue of 
which Mr. Powell was held.” 

Mr. Nicoll said that if Mr. Powell would per- 
sonally assure the court and himself that he was 
not going out of the State previous tothe trial of 
Mr. Sharp he would consent to his release from 
custody. Mr. Mott, however, did not seem to be 
quite satisfied. He complained thatit had been 
stated in the newspapers that Mr. Powell's ar- 
rest hac been caused by information received by 
the District Attorney that he had settled his suit 
with Sharp for $15,000 and his agreement to 
“skip,” and he requested Mr. Nicoll to contradict 
so scandalous a statement. When Judge Van 
Brunt had said that the District Attorney was 
not responsible for the untrustworthy and sen- 
sational paragraphs published in the newspapers 
Mr. Nicoll continued his statement: 

“T will also addin relation to the contradic- 
tion which Mr. Mott has desired that it was 
believed in the District Attorney’s office that the 
settlement of the suit in question was meditated, 
and that a proposition to.Mr. Powell to go out of 
the State was undoubtedly made by the defense 
in the case of Jacob Sharp. I now believe that 
it was rejected by Mr. Powell.” 

Mr. Mott breathed hard for a moment, and 
then said: “That is satisfactory. Mr. Powell, 
upon that statement, is willing to assure the 
court and the District Attorney that he will not 
leave the State.” 

Said Judge Van Brunt: “What do, you say, 
Mr. Powell? Do you repeat the assurance of 
your counsel?” 

“Yes, [repeatit. Iwill be here unquestion- 
ably. Iam going to stay right here.” 

The court then ordered his discharge.

IMMIGRANTS COMPLAINING. 


tages 
THEY SAY THEY WERE STARVED AND 
ABUSED ON A STEAMER. 

Twenty steerage passengers on the steam- 
ship Chandernagor, which arrived on Wednesday 
and was detained 24 hours at Quarantine owing 
to a case of smallpox on board, complained yes- 
terday at Castle Garden that they had been ill 
treated during the voyage. They say that they 
left Naples on March 25. There were on board 
1,256 Italian immigrants, who had paid from 85f. 
to 130f. apiece for passage, The vessel, they 
say, was terribly overcrowded. The passengers 


could hardly find room for lying down at 
night or sitting down ‘in the daytime. 
They were abused and shoved about by 
thecrew. The food was insuflicient in quantity 
and bad in quality, and even this the passengers 
were obliged to scramble for. There was not 
enough water, and after the second day out the 
passengers were obliged to pay Z2or3cents a 
glass for water with a little orange juice in it. 
There was no water for washing. On Easter Eve 
the meat was so bad that the passengers made a 
complaint to the Captain, who replied that they 
would have to eat itor go without. The steerage 
was constantly in a filthy condition, owing to 
the lack of facilities fof cleanliness. 3 

Capt. Jacques denied the charges. He said 
that there was a sufficient quantity of good food. 
Under the French shippinglaws, which governed 
him, the Chandernagor was entitled to carry 
1,300 passengers, or 44 more than were on her 
during the last voyage. Many of the immigrants 
came from the mountains, and were so wild a 
set that the crew were occasionally obliged to 
push them in order to keep them in control. The 
ship received but 60f., or $12. for each passenger. 
If the immigrants paid more than this they 
were probably swindled by agents not connected 
with the Chandernagor. The passengers wero 
as — treated as the circumstances would ad- 
mit of. 

The Commissioners of Emigration will in- 
vestigate the charges of ill treatment, but will 
turn over to Collector Magone the charge that 
the vessel was overcrowded. Funch, Edye & 
Co., the agents of the steamer, say that she 
probably bad on board a few more passengers 
than she would have been allowed to have car- 
ried in leaving an American port, but the French 
regulations have been fully compHed with.

AUSTIN A VIOTIM OF PARESIS. 

The examination into the mental condi- 
tion of Arthur 8. Austin, the Vermont lawyer 
who went to Birmingham, Ala., and made a fort- 
une speculating in real estate, was begun yes- 
terday before Commissioners Jerome Buck, Dr. 
J. W. Ranney, and Charles D. Leary, and the 
second panel of the Sherifi’s jury. Austin was 
present, and so were hia wife and sister, with 
whom he doesn’t speak, because they have 
united with his father and mother in asking that 
he be adjudged insane, and that the control of 
his property be taken from him. 

Dr. Matthew D. Field, oue of the Commission- 
ers of Lunacy of the Department of Public 
Charities and Correction, and Dr. Allan Fitch, 
testified that they had examined Austin. He 
had symptoms of general paresis, which would 
result in demeutia and death in from three to 
five years.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


A PROTEST FROM BROADWAY. 
SEEKING TO ENJOIN THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF THE ARCADE ROAD. 

Proceedings have been begun in the 
Supreme Gourt by A. P. and W. Man, represent- 
ing Nathaniel P. Bailey, Amos R. Eno, and other 
owners of property on Broadway, to secure an 
injunction perpetually restraining the New-York 
Arcade Railway Company from constructing its 
underground road, and until final judgment re- 
straining it from taking any preliminary steps 


; toward the construction. : 


In the complaint the plaintiffs aver that they 
are the owners of valuable lots “‘ wifh heavy, 
costly. and valuable buildings erected thereon,” 


and that the distance between the street curbs 
in front of someof these lots andthe street 
curbs on the other side of Broadway is only 34 
feet, while the projectors of the road threaten to 
excavate a width of 44 feet, to erect stone walls 
outside of this limit on each side, and to exca- 
vate to such a depth as to “destroy all support 
of the buildings on either side of the street.” It 
is also averred that the change from a tube or 
tubes of 32 feet exterior measurement, to a tun- 
nel of 44 feet, the laying down of additional 
rails for turnouts and switches, and the taking 
of spaces for: stations, &c¢., are each and all 
claims of new power created alone by the act of 
1886 and never before granted: The plaintiffs 
say of this act: “The act purporting to grant 
such power is wholly unauthorized and uncon- 
stitutional and void.” 

The protesting property owners believe they 
own to the centre line of the street in tront of 
their lots, subject to the right of the public tothe 
street for ordinary street uses, and that as such 
owners they are entitled to have the street kept 
open for public use, to light and air, to construct 
vaults, and to various other privileges. It is 
claimed that the value of the property along 
Broadway will also be injured in many ways, 
and that plaintiffs and other owners will not be 
able to lease their property to tenants, and that 
business willbe taken away from Broadway. 

It is further claimed that the bond of not less 
than $2,000,000 nor more than $3,000,000 re- 
quired of the company to guarantee the pay- 
ment of all damages is utterly inadequate, and 
that in the event of the insolvency of the com- 
pany or the failure of its project the larger sum 
would not be suflicient to place even one mile of 
the street in as good a condition as it now is, and 
that no noney would remain for the settlement 
of damages. Itis declared that the provisions 
of the act of 1886 in this case also are in conflict 
with the Constitution of the State, ‘‘and do not 
authorize the taking of the property, rights, 
easements, and privileges of the said plaintiffs 
or any owners along said street, because the 
Same ure not, and do not provide for due com- 
pensation to said plaintiffs and such owners.” 

The plaintiffs finally attack the right of the 
company to construct its road,on the ground 
that the acts under which it claims the right are 
null and void. They especially claim that no 
right to lay tracks was vested by the acts of 
1873 and 1874, and that any corporate rights 
conferred by those acts have ceased to exist by 
their own provisions and conditions. The act of 
1881, as well as that of 1886, 1s claimed to be 
unconstitutional and void in all parts, and es- 
pecially where it grants immunity from the re- 
strictive provisions of the act of 1873. In addi- 
tion to its being null, the act of 1886 is desig- 
nated as ‘‘not areguiation of existing rights in 
the defendant at the date of its passage, but a 
grant of new, independent, and exclusive privi- 
leges, immunities, and franchises, in violation of 
the Constitution.”

As the 1st of May approaches the poli- 
ticians are concentrating their energies in an 
effort to determine what Mayor Hewitt intends 
to do with respect to those Commissioners whose 
terms of office will expire that day. The Mayor 
will make appointments in place of Park Com- 
toissioners Crimmins and Powers and in place of 


ex-Commissioner Beekman. The places of Street- 
Cleaning Commissioner Coleman, Commissioner 
of Taxes and Assessments Donnelly, Dock Com- 
missioner Koch, Health Commissioner Woolsey 
Johnson, Commissioner of Charities and Cor- 
rection Porter, Police Commissioner Voorhis, and 
une Commissioner Edward Smith also expire on 
fay 1. 


The Mayor is said to be shaky about reap-° 


pointing Mr. Coleman. Why this 1s 80 no one 
appears to be able to explain. Mr. Hewitt 
thinks agreat deal of Mr. Voorhis, and if the 
latter gentleman isstrongly desirousof retaining 
his present place he will be accommodated. The 
Mayors also favorable to Mr. Porter and Mr. 
Donnelly. He will not, however, reappoint Ed- 
ward Smith, because he is a builder and has busi- 
ness relations with various insurance companies. 
Atthe same time he has announced his inten- 
tion of sppoin tng only a builder to the place. 
in this determination the Mayoris said to be 
acting under the auspices of Fire Commissioner 
Purroy, whom the politicians credit with grow- 
ing influence in the Mayor's office. 

Nobody seems to know why the Mayor is fol- 
lowing the lines laid down for him by Mr. Pur- 
roy with respect to the appointment of a builder 
as a Fire Commissioner. hereare several repu- 
table business men who would be glad to accept 
the office, but they would be barred out under 
the ideas of the Mayor and Mr. Purroy. Itis 
argued that there is absolutely no need of having 
a builder in the Fire Board. If a Commissioner 
should be selected from that class it would not 
be long before he would be taking contracts 
from insurance companies or turning all such 
business over to some relative, who would see 
that his friend the Commissioner did not get 
‘left.’ The experience of the city with Park 
Commissioner Crimmins,whose brother has been 
making contracts with the city to dump refuse 
in the Park, and for other work, should, it is 
thought, be a lesson to the Mayor not to appoint 
mien whose business relations would be apt to 
lead them to benetit because of their official con- 
nection with the City Government. 

Many insurance men have urged the Mayor to 
appoint some well known business man, regard- 
Jess of his being a builder, in place of Mr. Smith. 
They have argued that the Building Bureau is 
now in charge of a Superintendent specially 
qualified for the work, and that Mr. D'’Oench and 
his staff of inspectors are well able to see that 
the technical and general provisions of the 
building law are fully complied with. To make 
a builder a FireCommissioner might, itis argued, 
result in imposing a uumber of peculiar ideas as 
to the enforcement of the building law upon the 
Superintendent and his inspectors. How much 
influence, too, the friendship of a builder Com- 
missioner to his fellow-builders might have in 
winking at violations of the law can scarcely be 
determined, but itis claimed that ifthe Mayor 
could not see his way clear to reappoint Mr. 
Smith be should not name any builder at all.

ITS CREDITORS RESTRAINED.

ELEVATED ROAD MONOPOLY. 
THE STRONG PROTEST OF PROPERTY 
HOLDERS IN BROADWAY. 

George G. De Witt returned yesterday 
from Albany, where he had been in the interest 
of the Goelets, the Hamersley estate, the 
Chemical Bank and others, and in oppostion to 
the proposed elevated railroad on Broadway. To 
a TIMES reporter he said: 

“‘The first hearing was given Tuesday night 
by tho Senate Committee on Railroads. The 
Broadway property owners were not represented 
on that occasion for the reason that they were 
not aware of the progress that the scheme of the 
elevated road had made. Late on Wednesday 
night I was requested by my clients to appear 


in their behalf in opposition. On my arrival in 
Albany on Thursday asecond hearing was given, 
and the only notice the public had was through 
the press. 

“T found that the projectors of the scheme 
were very contident of obtaining areport in favor 
of their bill from the comimittee. The so-called 
Metropolitan Transit Company. which proposes 
to distigure and destroy Broadway. was repre- 
sented by its counsel, Col. George Bliss. There 
were also present as interested parties who, I 
suppose, desired to give the scheme their moral 
support, Mr. John O’Brien, Receiver of the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company and one 
of the aqueduct contractors, who, I understand, 
has taken the contract to pass the bill through 
the Legislature, and, with the aid of Muller, to 
get the Governor’s signature, and Lew Paine, 
who has some reputationin the way of smooth- 
ing the road of bills of this character. They 
were the only persons in favor of the bill except 
@ young man who claimed to represent property 
owners at Washington Heights. There were 
also present Senator Thomas and others repre- 
senting the arcade interests, and Mr. Henry 
Rice, who appeared for Judge Hilton, the Stew- 
art estate, and other interests in opposition. I 
was informed that Lawson N, Fuller, with un- 
blushing assurance, had informed the comwittee 
Tuesday that the Astors and Hilton and my 
clients were in favor of the monstrous scheme. 

“Temphatically denied this assertion to the 
committee and assured them thatin my opinion 
95 per cent. of the Broadway property owners 
were opposed to it. I pointed out to them the 
disastrous effect that such a railroad would 
have upon Broadway property, especially from 
Seventeenth to Twenty-second-street, where it 
would completely ruin the retail trade and drive 
the occupants of the buildings to seek quarters 
elsewhere. This committee had been led _to be- 
lieve that the owners and occupants of Broad- 
way property desired this railroad, and, that 
day, for the first time, learned the facta. 

“IT cannot understand the apathy of the peo- 
ple of New-York City. The public do not seem 
to realize what an elevated road on Broadway 
means, especially this particular road. The real 
— in interest have not come to the frent, 
but it is well known that Gould and Field’s Man- 
nattan Railroad isin favor of the scheme and 
will come forward as the real parties as soon as 
success is assured. They certainly have taken no 
steps to Oppose it, which they would have done 
if it had been antagonistic to them. Should this 
bill go through the gigantic monopoly known as 
the elevated railroad system will be complete 
excepting Fifth-avenue, which willnaturally tall 
into their hands. They will control all ter- 
minal facilities in the lower end of the isiand, 
will be in possession of all the main arteries, 
and it will be impossible for any underground or 
other system to give us real rapid transit. 
Their system once complete, the city, as far as 
streets go, will be in their power forever. I 
think I know the sentiment of Broadway prop- 
erty owners. They are not opposed to rapid 
trausit, and will favor any scheme that will give 
it tothe public that will not destroy or greatly 
injure their property. I believe that an under- 
ground or depressed railroad, so constructed 
that it will not injure or endanger the abutting 
property, is feasible and practicable. 

“The promoters of the bill have publicly 
boasted that they had five out of seven of the 
committee under their control. I don’t believe 
it; nor do I believe that they will be able to in- 
fluence them in the manner that 1s openly sug- 
gested about Albany, but I wish to say that if 
the property holders on Broadway wish to de- 
feat this iniquitous measure they should indi- 
vidually take pains to make known their senti- 
ments to members of this committee before their 
meeting Monday night. I believe, if this bill 
should pass and the facts and circumstances are 
made known by which success shall have been 
obtained, and they surely will be made known, 
that a greater scandal will be developed than 
that which has occupied public attention for the 
past year in connection with the Broadway sur- 
face road. I wasinformed at Albany that the 
sum of $250,000 is lying in one of the banks 
there to be used in support of the bill after it has 
passed through the committee.”

A BILL TO KILL OFF LOBSTERS. 

“Tt is an outrage,” forcibly remarked 
Fish Commissioner Eugene G. Blackford yester- 
day when he heard that Mr. Finn’s bill repealing 
the law against catching lobsters less than 10 
inches in length had passed the Senate on the 
representation of Senator Murphy that Mr. 

lackford no longer opposed it. Most emphat- 
ically Mr. Blackford has opposed the passiug of 
the bill, and now thatit is passed and the law 


repealed, he is just as emphatically convinced 
that a wrong has been done. It only adds to his 
belief that New-York legislators, as a class, are 
not competent to make laws in regard to fish 
and game. They have protected, as they 
thought, certain game and fish in the State, and 
the result is that, while the protection amounts 
to nothing, the game and fish are plentiful in the 
markets, and the people of ‘the State wbo should 
derive benefit from their capture are made law 
breakers if they furnish any of the supply. 

Mr. Blackford has never changed his ground in 
regard tosmall lopster catching. Heisresponsi- 
ble for the law forbidding their capture, aud has 
never given Senator Murphy or any one else any 
reason to represent him as having no longer any 
objection toits repeal. If Senator Murphy has 
so represented, it is Mr. Blackford’s charitable 
explanation that he bas been misinformed. 
What Mr. Blackford and the other Commission- 
ers have done to counteract Mr. Finn’s bill is 
this: He ascertained, while in Albany, March 
23, thatithad passed the Assembly. A meeting 
of the Fish Commission was at once called to 
protest against it. R. B. Roosevelt, R. W. Sher- 
man, W. H. Bowman,and E. G. Blackford, the 
entire commission, were present, and adopted a 
resolution, copies of which were sent to the 
Speaker of the Assemply, the President of the 
Senate, the Chairman of the Committeeon Game 
Laws, and the Governor, setting forth that the 
same necessity existed now as heretofore for the 
protection of lobsters, and protesting against 
the repeal of the law.
